A letter-writer in a recent issue of The New York Times wrote 
that he was happy the Repubhcans triumphed because, having 
proven to be such sore winners, imagine what they would have 
been like if they had lost. 

Too often, the active right doesn't seem to get it: They won. Not 
only in the most recent election, but for most of the past decade, 
they've been politically dominant. They are the party in power. 
Agendas are not "being set" by them; they're established and 
acted upon. The right does not represent rebels just now entering 
the halls of power - oppressed outsiders too long lacking any 
voice in policy - as they like to portray themselves but, instead, 
the administering governmental power Even accepting the ridicu- 
lous myth of liberal dominance of American media, culture, and 
politics (denying a reality dominated by a conservative/status 
quo/powers-that-be/business/economic class), they've long 
turned the tide. Yet, all too many partisans are soil much more 
interested in attacking "liberals" than in advocating anything. 

This allows them to assert their moral superiority, laying out 
just how much smarter and more realistic they are about the 
world, economics, social realities, and the American dream - 
not to mention more deeply religious and thus closer to God. 

A letter to the Chronicle "observed, much to the bemusement 
of liberals. President Bush's unapologetic embrace of faith - 
which apparently has translated into his running of a 'Christian 
fundamentalist campaign.' Mr Black, and others who think sim- 
ilarly, may never understand mainstream America's respect for a 
man of genuine faith over opportunistic appearances at black 
churches. He may never understand why mainstream America 
supports plainspoken honesty over eloquent pandering. He may 
never understand why mainstream America chooses steadfast 
resolve in national security issues over 'wet-finger-to-the-politi- 
cal-winds' internationalism. He may never understand why the 
average, middle-class American's desire to achieve the American 
dream is diametrically opposed to the left's constant insistence 
that success be punished by redistributing wealth." 

This approach identifies most serious issues lacing this coun- 
try as the consequence of deliberate political activity. The most 
generous spin allows that these are perpetuated by unrealistic, 
easily manipulated bleeding hearts who don't understand real 
Americans. The harsher take brands them as anti-Christian, 
anti-American, immoral traitors determined to destroy this 
country. Neither interpretation allows for genuine policy differ- 
ences or acknowledges the enormous complexity of many social 
problems. It's so much easier to blame liberals than to deal with 
the extraordinary difficulties facing our country. 

A recent letter in the Austin American-Statesman noted, 
"Many of us have frequendy confronted the ugly face of liberal

rage when they could not get their way. The viciousness of the 
left has been largely unreported in the biased media. . . . 

"The left wanted a new federal government that would give 
everyone the right to do whatever he or she pleases no matter 
how immoral or destructive their behavior. And liberals have an 
indomitable faith in the idea that taxing 'the rich' will enable the 
government to finance their every foUy." 

Consequently, loyal partisans need only attack liberals; they 
really don't have to delend Bush's appalling record except in the 
most abstract ways: The administration is standing up to terror- 
ism, not afraid to flex American muscle or too foolishly con- 
cerned with what the rest of the world thinks of us; domestical- 
ly, it is made up of morally guided. Christian believers who love 
God and the Constitution and who believe in the rights of the 
individual and the economic rewards to be reaped by not over- 
ly restricting initiative or unfairly taxing rewards. 

Crucial to this point of view is defining things strictly in terms 
of opposition. Difficult times, social problems, international ten- 
sions, and consistently inefficient government persist not because 
society is inherently complex and constitutional democratic gov- 
ernment awkward and unwieldy by nature. The issues are not 
social, political, economic, or cultural problems, the missteps in 
addressing them, or the monstrous difficulties of our living togeth- 
er in this country and on this planet. The problem is bad guys. 

Thus in my case, these correspondents would argue, my dif- 
ferences with the current administration presumably have noth- 
ing to do with my deep, abiding love of this country. They do 
not represent a different philosophical approach and a passion- 
ate concern for my country, its people, the world, and the 
future. Disagreements aren't over principles, policies, diplomat- 
ic perceptions, ideology, and history. Instead - at best - I'm mis- 
guided, ignorant, and anti-American; at worst, I'm an openly 
subversive traitor pandering to foreign ideology and enemies. 

This, of course, is nonsense. There are competing ideological 
visions, philosophical differences, conflicting assumptions, and 
different moral values among those who care about this coun- 
try. These are not strictly defined by party loyalty but are much 
more diversely spread. The best government over time (not nec- 
essarily the best government at any given time) is achieved as 
the founding fathers envisioned: through debate, dialogue, 
cooperation, conflict, polemic, hostility, compromise, negotia- 
tion, disagreement, and, sometimes, strident political conflict. I 
am distressed by the current vicious, anti-democratic assault on 
the Democrats aimed more at eradicating the two-party system 
than at supporting any specific ideology. But I would be just as 
upset if the Democrats were doing the same to the Republicans. 
In the past, the parties were much more mixed in the range of 



voices they represented. The left has long been as critical of 
Democrats as are Republicans. It's not about party. It is about 
what's best for the country. 

Democrats have abused power as much as any politicians. Just 
because the right blindly champions the leaders of its political 
party, I'm not going to follow suit. It was nearly impossible to work 
up much enthusiasm for Tom Daschle, for example, except that 
the determination to defeat him was so partisan. The Democrats 
in power did crappy things, lots of them. Democratic party leaders 
are politicians - and politicians, after all, are an inherently com- 
promised lot. In order to criticize the current administration, I wiU 
not be put in the position of having to or being thought to 
defend/support previous Democratic leaders or actions. 

Unlike many - Democrats, liberals, leftists, etc. - I find 
demonizing Republicans contemptible. This doesn't mean I 
don't disagree vnth them, but I don't buy the argument that they 
are evil fascists, deliberately out to destroy this country. Most of 
us want to do what is best for this country but disagree over 
what that is and how to do it. 

Just as passionately, however, I reject the right's demonization 
of its opposition. Dismissing, marginalizing, and disenfranchis- 
ing those you disagree with is not just a lousy way to govern but 
is in direct contradiction to this country's Constitution. 
Attacking ideas, disputing policy, decrying legislation - in other 
words, battling over ideas - is not the same thing. 

The next few columns will further explore the assertion that 
'Although idealistic. Democrats are the realists, and, although 
realistic. Republicans are the idealists." 

"Idealism" might well be the wrong word. Ironically, the 
right, though denouncing secular humanism and moral rela- 
tivism, insists that the world as they wish to see it is the world 
as it is. This view is formed more from political belief religious 
faith, personal familial values, and perceptions of other com- 
munities, religions, societies, and people as it is from experi- 
ence, history, precedent, or analysis. 

Exploring this position will take time. Let's begin by laying 
out eight domestically oriented right-wing assumptions that are 
beyond idealistic in their disconnection to reality: 

1) Government is a perversion, a distortion of nature, and not a 
reasoned response to problems that couldn't be and weren't being 
dealt with in any other way. In particular, social policies, welfare 
legislation, and government-supported health care, mental health 
care, job training, and education programs are illegitimately creat- 
ed, imposed on this country by Marxist liberals. The social safety 
net did not evolve over a long period of time as a series of consid- 
ered attempts to deal with significant social problems by legislators 
of both parties. The federal government and its programs represent 
socialistic subversion that depends on stealing Americans' money 
through taxation, as well as being overwhelmingly unsuccessful. 

A corollary is that if federal programs are abolished or, at 
least, severely trimmed, there will be minimal consequences. 
Any legitimate problems (of which there probably aren't that

Children Left Behind 

Dear Editor, 

As an attorney and the editor of a nation- 
al journal on No Child Left Behind, I wanted 
to alert you to an error in the Nov. 26 article 
by Rachel Proctor May ["Will AISD Crack 
Down on Special Ed?," News]. Ms. May 
reports, "Adding an extra layer of concern is 
the fact that the federal No Child Left Behind 
Act allows only 1% of a school's students to 
be tested below grade level, no matter how 
many special-ed students the school has." 
Actually, the 1% limitation applies at the dis- 
trict and state levels - not at the school level. 
The U.S. Department of Education specifi- 
cally recognized that schools often have spe- 
cial programs that would cause them to 
break through the 1% ceiling. And even at 
the district and state levels, administrators 
can apply for a waiver to deal with specific 
circumstances. (For more, please see Vol. 68, 
No. 236 of the Eederal Register, Dec. 9, 
2003, p. 68,699-68,700.) 

That's not to say that complying with the 
1% limit is easy, especially since the 
Education Department isn't being generous 
with waivers. A big concern is the number of 
so-called "gap kids" — kids who aren't so cog- 
nitively disabled that they qualify for out-of- 
level assessments, but who nevertheless 
don't have much hope of meeting grade-level 
standards. No one's sure how many of these 
students are out there. And disabilities 



organizations are split on what to do. For 
every advocate who thinks that it's regressive 
to suggest that "gap kids" can't meet ordi- 
nary standards, there's another who argues 
with equal passion that it's cruel to consign 
students to repeated failure. Because of this 
split, I'm not holding out much hope that 
this issue will get resolved anytime soon. 
Overall, an excellent article.

► The biggest dish on the City Council menu this week is the public hearing and action 
on the Mueller master development agreement with Catellus Austin. The 1,000-page 
doc (available at www.cltyafaustln.oi^niueller/mda) has turned into seven different agenda 
items to, among other things, execute the MDA, adopt Its (ambitious) affordable-hous- 
ing and minority-business directives, and create a tax-Increment district to support the 
$46 million in public financing (over 10 years) envisioned for the new life of the old 
airport. Mueller's new zoning, and by extension its design guidelines, were adopted 
earlier this year; the deal with Catellus has been under negotiation for more than two 
years, and observers expect the council to act quickly and with little dissent. - M.C.M. 

► Also on the City Council agenda: Ratifying the new collective bargaining agreement 
with the Austin Association of Professional Firefighters, approved ovenA/helm- 
ingly by the union last week; considering for final approval the overhaul of the city his- 
toric preservation ordinance and - though not at the same time - 17 backlogged 
historic-zoning cases; further wrangling with the latest upzoning controversies over the 
Champion Tract at RM 222 and Loop 360; and completing the formalities for the 
new East Sixth Street Public Improvement District. - M.C.M. 

*^ Attendees at a public hearing on an AISD proposal to start the 2005 school year a 
week early spoke overwhelmingly in favor of the move. The plan would have the 
school year running from Aug. 16 to May 24, rather than follow the state norm of Aug. 
23 to June 1. Opponents cited concerns that the early-start calendar resulted in too 
many vacation days sprinkled throughout the year, thus creating a hardship on working 
parents. Those In favor said that starting a week early would give the district a leg up

WHY SANE PEOPLE DON'T RUN FOR CITY COUNCIL 
BY MIKE CLARK-MADISON 



okay, let me be clear here: I'm not saying that 
sane people never run for City Council. Clearly 
they do, and usually they win. I can say without 
reservation that nobody on the current City 
Council is not sane. The point is, rather, that a lot 
of sane people don't run for council, and they 
have their reasons. 

Of whom do I speak? Well, for one, me. And 
my friend and colleague, Chronicle den mother 
Susan Moffat. And my friend Jim Walker, the 
hardest working man in show business. There 
are, of course, others; I single the three of us out 
because our membership in the Future Council 
Club has often been discussed in my 
hearing and in public places, and 
because our main reasons for recoiling 
from the thought ultimately have little 
to do with the usual barriers to public 
service, like the cost and energy 
involved in running, or the close scruti- 
ny and lack of privacy to which we sub- 
ject officeholders. 

Rather, we all, to various degrees, see 
an insurmountable gap between the 
council member's job description, or lack of one, 
and the traits and qualities that have made us 
civic boldfaced names. It does seem a little weird 
that pragmatic progressives, not given to rootless 
ideological posturing, with a command of the 
details and a fondness (or weakness) for getting 
our hands dirty, would find Austin City fiall to be 
not such a great venue. But so it is. And it's worth 
thinking about as we enter the Longest Council 
Campaign Ever and scrutinize the Daring Dozen 
who hope to break in the new City Hall.

I'm not suggesting here that Susan or Jim or I 
would be such great council candidates; we could 
all easily get our asses kicked if we decided to run, 
particularly in the current field. But I am suggest- 
ing that we represent a political demographic that, 
in fact, may also include many in the current field. 
What we, as an electorate in a time of transition, 
need to decide, and then convey, is what we want 
these people to do, and if we indeed want to let 
them do what they're good at. 

As I sermonized two weeks ago, I think the de 
facto Biz vs. Green two-party system that has pre- 
vailed in Austin for decades is just about 
played out; we have a communitywide 
consensus in support of both economic 
prosperity and environmental protection 
that, though not perfect, is a damn sight 
stronger than existed when I started this 
gig. We still, however, need to work on 
equity, the wobbly leg of our three-legged 
stool, and I still would like to see this 
election be about, to use a dirty word, 
class. I don't think it's an accident that 
people whose fire is lit most brightly by equity 
issues - like affordable housing, or libraries and 
education, or a living wage - are willing to let their 
membership lapse in the Future Council Club. 
Speaking for myself, I'd like to see a little more 
action and a litde less talk on regional equity 
issues from City Hall before I'd feel comfortable 
taking up space there. 

But even beyond that, I'd like to see our current 
notion of "accountability" evolve a bit. What it has

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Sore Winners 

THE GOP SEEMS DETERMINED TO MAKE REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT 
A GAME OF 'WINNER-TAKE-ALL dY iVllUHAtL KIIMU 



The new Republican order promises to be entertaining, in a 
morbid sort of way. Last week the U.S. Senate leadership was 
once again discussing the "nuclear option" in order to impose all 
of President Bush's federal judicial appointments on the coun- 
try, instead of just 95% of them (203 have been confirmed, 10 
have been blocked by Democratic filibusters). Determined to 
demonstrate that a 55-member majority equals unilateral power, 
they say they'll move simply to alter the rules on Senate debate, 
effectively abolishing the minority filibuster for voting on judges. 

The week before, it was the House's turn to change the rules 
of the game in favor of the winners. Concerned by the possibility 
that Sugar Land's finest. Majority Leader Tom DeLay, might find 
himself under indictment in Travis Co., the House GOP caucus 
amended the rule requiring that a House member 
under indictment must step down from a leadership 
position until the matter is resolved. Now, should the 
grand jury's hammer fall on The Hammer, his col- 
leagues will decide whether the indictment merits a 
public federal humiliation. Their Eminences should- 
n't worry; humiliation will arrive regardless. 

Closer to home, last week two defeated GOP 
state House candidates decided that Texas voters, 
otherwise so generous to Republicans, couldn't 
possibly have meant it when they rejected these two fine 
upstanding wannabes - even after recounts confirmed the vot- 
ers' initial decision. One is Eric Opiela, a rookie barely out of 
UT Law School but with heavyweight Austin backing, who is 
challenging the election of Yvonne Gonzalez Toureilles in 
District 35, near Corpus Christi. The other is more formidable: 
Houston's Talmadge Heflin, a 22-year incumbent and budget 
chair who lost to Democratic newcomer Hubert Vo in the 
District 149 race by just 32 votes. Both men say they will come 
to the House in January - where, not incidentally, the 
Republicans will hold an 87-63 majority, even without them - 
and ask their would-be colleagues to overturn the results and 
either seat them outright or order new elections. 

Finally, this week our own local poor sport. District 50's Jack 
Stick, who lost to Democratic challenger Mark Strama, 
announced that he will be holding his breath until he turns 
blue, too. (San Antonio District 117 incumbent Ken Mercer, 
who lost narrowly to Democratic challenger David Leibowitz, 
considered but declined a challenge - deciding sensibly that 
such an action would be bad for his district.) 
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One or two such exercises in political overreaching might be 
considered a coincidence. But when coupled vwth the current 
style of Republicanism first perfected by Newt Gingrich - give no 
quarter and take no prisoners - it begins to look like a pattern. 

Take Your Positions 

That's not to say the co-religionists of the Losers Brigade in 
the House will automatically rubber-stamp the challenges. 
Judging from the initial Capitol reactions, the Republican lead- 
ership is not terribly eager to take up the cause, although at 
least in procedural terms they have no choice - the Speaker 
must appoint an investigating committee that will call witness- 
es and send a report to the full House. The House can seat 
either candidate or order a new election. According 
to the San Antonio Express-News, there have been 
10 such challenges since the Forties, and only once 
did the House not seat the apparent winner, 
instead ordering a new election that amply con- 
firmed the results of the first. 

Certainly the challenges, however they proceed, 
will present a lingering public relations minefield 
for the GOi; although the last two years have 
shown that the elephants bear image problems 
with remarkable equanimity. Simply installing Heflin, Opiela - 
and now Stick - would take considerable chutzpah. But it may 
also have occurred to party strategists that with three challenges 
pending, it may be possible to finesse at least one of them, per- 
haps letting two youthful stalking horses fall on their swords for 
the sake of The Venerable Heflin. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, wasted no time seizing 
the rhetorical high ground. "Nothing will disrupt the House 
more than a contentious, partisan election challenge at the 
beginning of session," declared House Dem caucus Chair Jim 
Dunnam. Houston Rep. Garnet Coleman pointed out that the 
Heflin and Opiela challenges seemed preoccupied with minori- 
ty voters, and he decried "the cynical attempt to associate peo- 
ple of color with election fraud." 

Let's Try Democracy 

In that vein, it's additionally illuminating to see GOP super- 
lawyer Andy Taylor, hired gun for the Texas Association of 
Business against Ronnie Earle, who also argued successfully (at 
taxpayers' considerable expense) that Republican re-redistrict-

ing would not unduly (or at least illegally) disenfranchise state 
minority voters, now representing Talmadge Heflin in his 
attempt to overturn the first Texas House election to be won by 
a Vietnamese-American. The Houston Chronicle, which had 
endorsed Heflin, brooded grimly about the consequences to the 
GOP of Heflin's hubris. But Texas politicians - a historical cat- 
egory that includes plenty of Democrats - long accustomed to 
having their bread buttered by an otherwise oblivious majority, 
have never lost much sleep worrying over the consequences of 
their actions to minority voters. 

As the state's demographics change (we are repeatedly 
informed), that too shall change. Maybe. In the meantime, 
whatever the outcome of the challenges, we will have to be 
entertained by the curious details of Texas voting practices cer- 
tain to be revealed by a formal House investigation. Definitely 
something to look forward to. Perhaps one day a republic so 
delighted to lecture the Ukraine, and Venezuela, and the 
Palestinians, and Iraq, etc., etc., etc., on the salutary virtues of 
"democracy," will find a way to consistently import those 
virtues to what should be the signature celebration of its form 
of government, and is instead so often an embarrassment of 
incompetence, negligence, discrimination, and fraud. ■

Council Member Brewster McCracl<en's yearlong effort to create 
commercial design standards for Austin is nearly done; a final 
discussion draft of the proposed standards was presented this week 
to the stakeholders group that's been wrangling with the issue, with 
action by the Planning Commission and City Council expected early 
next year. The proposed standards deal not only with retail aesthetics 
but, more substantially, with major site-plan issues like parking and 
traffic, storm water management, signage, and permitted land uses, 
and openly aim to make urban mixed-use development the preferred 
Austin option. If adopted as proposed, the standards would require a 
fundamental rewrite of much of the city's Land Development Code - 
starting from the premise that site-development standards should be 
linked not to the base zoning, as they are now, but to the nature of 
the road on which the project sits. In addition, the standards include 
a point-system matrix, with positive points for good features and 
negative points for bad ones; all developments would have to earn a 
minimum score to even see the light of day at One Texas Center.

Suddenly, from out of the blue, state Rep. Jack Sticic has decided 
to challenge his 569-vote loss to Mark Strama in the Nov. 2 elec- 
tion. In a five-page petition faxed to the secretary of state on 
Thanksgiving Day, Stick charged that Travis Co. election officials had 
failed to provide data that would determine any voting irregularities in 
District 50. But Stick apparently never asked for any such info from 
the county, and his allegation that election officials "are having diffi- 
culty reconciling voter information" has thrown County Clerk Dana 
DeBeauvoir for a loop. "Neither I nor my office have received a 
request, either verbal or written, from Mr. Stick or his campaign, or 
anyone claiming to be acting on his behalf," she said. Stick's action 
has county Democratic Party Chair Chris Elliott pondering filing a 
challenge of his own against the lame duck Republican. "I'm so infu- 
riated by this baseless accusation," said Elliott, "that I am seriously 
considering filing an ethics complaint." He said Stick's charges 
amount to blatantly false attacks on the county election system, 
elected officials, and Strama. Elliott contrasted Stick's post-election 
behavior with that of Democrat Kelly White, who lost by 147 votes to 
state Rep. Todd Baxter in District 48. White followed a very methodi- 
cal process of requesting a recount, which this week confirmed the 
result. White has chosen not to challenge the outcome. "It's a stark 
difference in how she approached this and how [Stick] has 
approached this," Elliott said. - Amy Smith 

Sciiiotzslty's Inc. is getting gussied up for a shotgun wedding next 
week, as the bankrupt sandwich maker moves from the chopping 
block to the auction block. Bids starting at $25 million are due by 
noon Monday, with the auction to be held Tuesday in the Dallas law 
offices of Haynes and Boone LLP On Wednesday, U.S. Bankruptcy 
Judge Leif Clark will consider the "highest and best" bidder at a 
hearing. The deadline for closing the sale is Dec. 31. The new owner 
will be able to operate the Schlotzsky's brand, its company restau- 
rants and franchise system - starting with a clean slate, without the 
millions in debt. "We hope to soon have a strong financial owner or 
owners that will enable us to grow again, provide jobs for our 
employees, and better serve our franchisees - essentially, to have a 
new lease on life," said CEO Sam Coats. It's likely that neither oust- 
ed CEO John Wooley nor unsecured creditors and shareholders will 
receive any proceeds from the sale. Wooley has argued against sell- 
ing the company for what he suspects will be well below its $41 mil- 
lion value when it filed for bankruptcy. -A.S. 

"Que viva el barrio!" Thus quoth Frances Martinez of Barrio Unido 
before donning a hard hat and hefting a gold-plated shovel of dirt to 
ceremonially break ground for the Villas on Sixth "apartment 
home" development. The project will transform a raggedy patch of 
vacant Eastside real estate into a housing and retail complex where 
85% of the 160 apartment units are "affordable."

Beyond City Limits 

The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals has declined to review its deci- 
sion to overturn the capital conviction of Max Alexander Soffar, 

meaning the Harris Co. District Attorney's Office will have to retry him 
or set him free. In April, a three-judge panel of the appellate court 



overturned Soffar's conviction for a 1981 triple murder in a Houston 
bowling alley, ruling that Soffar received ineffective assistance from his 
trial attorney - the infamous, now-deceased Sleeping Lawyer, Joe Cannon 
- and that decision has now been upheld by the full court. The state 
has 90 days to decide whether to appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court.

Although the number of civil rights complaints received by the U.S. 
Department of Justice has remained steady - about 12,000 annually - 
federal enforcement action on those complaints has steadily declined 
under the Bush Administration, reports the Transactional Records Access 
Clearinghouse at Syracuse University. In its Nov 22 report, TRAC notes 
that while civil-rights enforcement actions have been rare under all 
recent presidents, it has "sharply declined" under Bush the Younger. In 
fiscal 1999, federal prosecutors filed criminal civil rights charges against 
159 defendants; by FY 2003 that number had dropped to 84. Referrals 
for prosecution by federal investigators likewise declined by nearly 50% 
from 1994 to 2003. And the number of civil cases (involving such 
issues as housing discrimination or voting-rights violations) has also 
dropped steadily under Bush - from 740 in 2001 to 576 in 2003.

The "Spirit of Garberville," a 1969 school bus emblazoned with anti-war 
slogans carrying Veterans for Peace Chapter 22, stopped in Austin last 
week for dinner at the Rhizome Collective, en route back to California, 
carrying the vets on their 7,000-mile speaking and demonstration tour 
to and from Fort Benning, Ga., the military training facility formerly 
known as the School of the Americas. Driver Gordon Soderberg, a 
navy corpsman who served in Beirut, recounted the long list of atroci- 
ties attributed to the school's grads - especially in Central and South 
America - and noted the inclusion of torture techniques in the curricu- 
lum that eventually found their way to the Abu Ghraib prison in Iraq. 
There were about 15,000 demonstrators at the annual protest this 
year (Nov. 20-21), and Soderberg said he knew of only 24 arrests for 
nonviolent action. Crowd-control measures were less severe than in 
previous years, he said, but protesters did encounter significant 
blockading and occasional loud broadcasts of laws governing protests.

As Texans battle for more clean energy mandates, a recent action by 
the federal government may undermine state energy decisions. "In a 
behind-closed-doors move during recent budget negotiations, language 
was inserted into the massive appropriations bill (HR 4818) stating 
that the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission can pre-empt 
states on the permitting and siting of liquefied natural gas facilities, 
thereby overriding the ability of states and local communities to have 
control over installation projects," said Public Citizen's Tyson Slocum. 
There are currently six onshore and six more offshore LNG facilities in 
the proposal phase for Texas, according to the FERC Web site. The 
facilities create concerns about safety and increased dependence on 
OPEC nations, from which the LNG is imported. Recently, Slocum said, 
the Rhode Island attorney general issued a letter to his state delega- 
tion expressing concerns about the inclusion of the language and its 
effect on the state's own LNG future. - D.M.

Someone has kidnapped Kenneth 
Snyder and replaced him with a pod per- 
son. What other explanation could there be 
for the effusive thanks to county leaders 
from the Commissioners Court's one-time 
nemesis on Tuesday morning? 

Snyder has a long history with Travis 
County, and most of it hasn't been good. 
Week after week for more than two years, 
Snyder was the one who came to county 
leaders to talk about Northridge Acres. 
Stuck between Austin and Round Rock (and 
Travis and Williamson counties), the ragtag 
subdivision lost its water well in 1999 and 
was forced to use a hook-up to its fire 
hydrant for a water supply. The local water 
corporation, never quite a going concern, 
was eventually forced into receivership. 
Water rates skyrocketed, and because of 
needed repairs the water quality was not 
always the best. 

Located only a block from Round Rock's 
picture-perfect La Frontera development, 
Northridge was a collection of modest 
homes with water service that was sporadic, 
at best. Snyder called it a colonia, and 
railed against county and city leaders on a 
regular basis. Nothing satisfied him. A grant 
from the Texas Water Development Board 
for wastewater service failed to take hold in 
Northridge Acres and had to be returned to 
the state agency. Angry and frustrated, resi- 
dents filed lawsuits against one another. 




Snyder brought photographs, a video, and 
even access-TV producer/freelance agitator 
Mike Hanson to court. 

But there was Snyder on Tuesday morn- 
ing, trying to give county leaders advice on 
what will soon be, finally, a $1.3 million 
water line project in his subdivision. If all 
goes well, water should be running by 
January 2006. "I know you're doing every- 



thing you can on this project," Snyder told 
the commissioners. "I just don't think it's 
gonna cost us $1 million." 

What's happened to Northridge Acres has 
happened under the radar. Dan Smith, 
aide to County Judge Sam Biscoe, inter- 
vened in the Northridge Acres conflict, tak- 
ing on the role of project manager. He got 
the residents to drop their lawsuits against 



one another and the city of Austin to agree 
to provide water service if the county could 
get the water lines fixed. He got Williamson 
Co. to agree to put up $150,000 toward 
the project and Travis Co. to provide 
$167,000 in in-kind services. 

Most importantly, the state passed legis- 
lation to address areas like Northridge 
Acres. In September, the Texas Water 
Development Board approved $1.3 mil- 
lion in assistance to the Northridge Water 
Supply Corp., consisting of a $1 million 
grant from the Small Community Hardship 
Program and a $334,000 loan from the 
TWDB's Rural Water Assistance Fund to 
construct water lines, install hydrants, and 
add new water meters. Smith is still looking 
for a final $250,000 to cover the loan. 

Previous grants didn't work because they 
didn't really address the needs of Northridge 
Acres, Smith said. They addressed waste- 
water when the subdivision really needed 
water service. They required manpower 
"sweat equity," but Northridge Acres' resi- 
dents are elderly Still, Smith said, Travis Co. 
was committed to fixing the problem. "Just 
because there's not a program that fits their 
needs doesn't mean you give up," Smith 
said. "It was our job to work with those 
agencies to come up with a program that 
did work. We promised Northridge Acres we 
would get out there and help them if we got 
this through the Legislature."

Medi-Mari at Supreme Court 



Lawyers for two seriously ill medical mari- 
juana patients argued before the U.S. 
Supreme Court on Nov. 29 that the federal 
government is banned from regulating their 
intrastate use of the drug in accordance with 
California state law. At issue in the case, 
Ashcroft V. Raich, is whether the federal gov- 
ernment can use its authority under the 
Commerce Clause of the U.S. Constitution to 
regulate the use of medi-pot by patients in 
states that have legalized the practice. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Justice, mari- 
juana is an illegal substance 
under the Controlled 
Substances Act, a law 
enforced under the 
Constitution's authority for fed 
eral regulation of interstate 
commerce. That's what the feds 
say they were doing back in 
2002, when they seized pot plants used by 
Angel McClary Raicli and Diane Monson. 
But Raich and Monson (along with two John 
Doe caregivers named in the lawsuit) argue 
that the feds overstepped their powers by inter- 
fering with medical marijuana use conducted in 




weed 



compliance with California's Compassionate 
Use law, enacted by citizen initiative in 1996. 
Importantly, they argue, the marijuana plants in 
question were grown inside California, and no 
money was exchanged for the dope. Thus, no 
"interstate" commerce transpired, and federal 
intervention went beyond the government's 
constitutional scope. 

Raich suffers from an inoperable brain 
tumor, among other conditions, and doctors 
say that her medical use of marijuana - allow- 
ing her to control pain and regain her 
appetite - has helped keep her alive; 
Monson suffers from crippling back 
spasms and, like Raich, did not 
respond to conventional thera- 
pies. The 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco 
agreed with the two women's 
legal argument, a decision 
that was appealed by the DOJ 
to the Supreme Court. On Nov 2, Montana 
became the 10th state to legalize medical 
marijuana use; none of these laws are currently 
recognized as valid by the feds. A decision in 
the case is expected in the spring. We'll have 
more coverage next week. - Jordan Smith 




APD's Crack Crackdown 



Austin's drug cops have had a busy couple 
of weeks busting downtown crack dealers and 
Honduran distributors. On Nov 19, the APD 
announced that a two-month undercover drug 
investigation - catchily code-named 
Operation C'Ya Later - targeting two blocks 
of Neches Street between Fifth and Seventh, 
resulted in 25 street-level dealers being 
charged with 28 drug-related offenses. Most 
of the offenses are state jail felonies - but for 
21 unlucky defendants those charges will be 
enhanced to third- or second-degree felonies 
because the drug deliveries took place within 
a designated Drug Free Zone. (Under Texas 
law, a DFZ is within 1,000 feet of a school, 
school district property, or youth center; or 
within 300 feet of a video arcade or public 
swimming pool.) 

Op C'Ya Later was undertaken by APD, with 
assistance from the Travis Co. district attor- 



ney's office, at the behest of complaining 
downtown business owners. According to an 
APD press release, the department believes 
the undercover operation will "result in a 
decrease in criminal activity in this area," and 
the department vows to "remain vigilant in its 
effort to combat drug dealing." 

Indeed, on Nov. 23, APD announced 
another major narco bust, resulting in the 
arrest of 17 Honduran citizens who the 
department alleges were involved in a com- 
plex drug ring. Police seized approximately 4 
lbs. of pot, a pound of methamphetamine, 5 
oz. of crack, and 8 grams of powdered 
cocaine. Additionally, APD officers arrested 
three people in connection with 148 lbs. of 
pot, just under 2 lbs. of cocaine, 2 grams of 
meth, plus a 9mm rifle, a .45-caliber pistol, 
and a sawed-off shotgun found in two apart- 
ments on Manor Road. -Jordan Smitii 
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THE DEPOT COMES TO THE DISTRICT - HAT IN HAND 



Most folks don't run for school board expecting to review 
economic development packages - or at least tliey liaven't 
in more economically innocent times. But that's what the 
Austin ISD board of trustees (somewhat reluctantly) did 
Monday night, as district consultants presented to the board 
a $5.7 million tax incentive package for a Home Depot 
research and development center predicted by its supporters 
to bring 500 jobs to the Austin economy. 

However, the board's predicament is somewhat bass-ack- 
wards, at least according to traditional understandings of the 
term "incentive." Home Depot has already decided to locate 
the 500-job data center in Austin - four months ago. But 
when Home Depot officials made the announcement, they 
said that they fully expected AISD to "take care of" them. At 
the time, the city, county, and state had already taken care 
of the company in the form of $25 million in incentives. But 
exploiting a 2001 state law designed to encourage school 
districts to grant additional incentives. Home Depot in 
August applied for further goodies - an abatement of its 
local property taxes, the main source of funds for the public 
schools. The trustees must now "decide" whether to 
approve Home Depot's application by Dec. 13. 

In other words, as Jimi Hendrix might have put it: "'Scuse 
us while we kiss this butt." 

But as explained by Jon Hockenyos of Texas 
Perspectives Inc., who AISD hired to study the plan's eco- 
nomic impact, that's simply the way business works these 
days: If Austin doesn't offer the best package, the jobs will 
go elsewhere. "It's a tough world out there, and a tough 
game," Hockenyos told the board. "A lot of people are play- 
ing, and they're playing hard." In this context, Hockenyos 
said, Austin's long-term economic prospects depend on 
"sending a message" that Austin is "open for business." 

In other words, folks, get used to puckering up. But while 
the long-term impact of the incentive game may be nega- 
tive, the immediate impact of this particular deal is a gain 
for AISD. First, Home Depot comes to the table bearing 
flowers and chocolates in the form of about $1.2 million in 
contributions: $425,000 of phone and computer networking 
equipment, two paid student internships, two "playscapes" 
valued at around $100,000 each, and much, much more! 
(That is, as AISD's general counsel Mel Waxier explained, 
"The Home Depot and AISD will continue to have conversa- 
tions on ways to expand [these] benefits.") 

But more importantly, the state will effectively reimburse 
AISD for any revenue it loses due to Home Depot's proper- 
ty tax break. Here's how: The abatement package reduces 
the taxable value of the Home Depot data center for 10 
years, from about $170 million to about $130 million. 
After the 10 years, the property will return to the rolls at 
its full value. But in the meantime, AISD will get a credit, 
equal to the lost tax revenue, toward its payments into the 
redistributive state school finance system, known colloqui- 
ally as Robin Hood.

Of course, as anyone following school finance knows, 
this whole plan has a pretty major hole in it: The Legislature 
wants to overhaul Robin Hood as soon as they come up 
with something better to replace it. However, the plan on 
the table takes this into account: If the school finance sys- 
tem changes in such a way that AISD will no longer be reim- 
bursed. Home Depot itself will reimburse the disthct. "That's 
as firm and solid an agreement to protect the district 
against harm as we could think of," said Kevin O'Hanion, 
an attorney who helped AISD put together the deal. 

But while the plan protects AISD, it doesn't necessarily 
protect Texans. If the state reimburses AISD for the taxes it 
doesn't collect, that money has to come from somewhere. 
Trustee Patricia Wliiteside on Monday expressed concern 
that the plan could hurt other districts by reducing the over- 
all school finance pool. The consultants assured her the 
state would make up the lost revenue; but even if that dubi- 
ous assurance proves true, the money still has to come 
from somewhere else in the none-too-flush state budget. 
And there's the larger question of the long-term impacts of 
an "open for business" sign, and whether greater and 



greater giveaways will be required to lure and keep compa- 
nies in town. That is, those who live by the incentive can 
also die by the incentive, when another city or state can 
offer a little bit more. 

That makes development incentives an uncertain bargain 
some trustees say they don't like being asked to make. 
Trustee Jolin Fitzpatrick said he thought the decision was 
probably outside of the "core competencies" of the board 
and complained that trustees had only been given a copy of 
the package for the first time last week. Whiteside agreed 
that economic development is "a distraction" from the 
board's real business. But although she still wants more info 
on how the deal will affect the state budget, she's con- 
vinced that the deal, at the very least, won't harm AISD. 

"I want to feel comfortable that students in other parts of 
Texas aren't suffering because we're not collecting taxes," 
she said. "But at this point I am comfortable that our district 
will not suffer because of this." 

The board will hold a public hearing on the deal on 
Dec. 6 at 8:15pm at the Carruth Administration Center, 
1111 W. Sixth. - Rachel Proctor May

AISD REDESIGN: GRAZING AND GAZING 



AISD's second forum on its planned high 
school "redesign" drew about 100 teachers 
and administrators to Austin High Tuesday 
night, where they broke into small groups to 
discuss ideas for better transitions from mid- 
dle to high school, smaller learning commu- 
nities, better career education, and having 
students choose a "major." 

The event also drew a handful of students 
from Bowie High, who were earning extra 
credit in their politics class for the effort. 
Among them was Raui Perez, a dapper fel- 
low with Elvis-esque sideburns, who made 
himself at home in the front row of a discus- 
sion of how to instill more rigor in the cur- 
riculum. The group was skeptical about many 
ideas, such as requiring four years of col- 
lege-prep math ("We'd have to extend high 
school to eight years," said Austin High math 
teacher Mary Austin), and asking 14- and 
15-year-olds to pick a major "You can't just 
push students like cattle into a chute," said 
Perez. "You have to let them graze." 

At times, the mostly cheery discussion got 
a little tense, such as when Austin and 



Perez agreed that "revising language arts" 
should mean more grammar and vocabulary 
drills, rather than simply reading literature, 
"if you don't develop a reading habit, you 
won't develop a vocabulary," answered for- 
mer English teacher Everett Lunning, 
looking downright horrified. The principal 
leading the group defused the moment by 
sharing a story about a sitcom where one of 
the young characters had an extensive 
vocabulary that included "propinquity" and 
"superfluous." "I thought, 'How great would 
it be if all our kids knew those words?'" he 
said dreamily. 

Lanier counselor Deioise Vasquez sug- 
gested that one problem was teachers' 
showing too many movies. "Just because 
you read Hamlet doesn't mean you have to 
watch the movie," she said. Perez 
announced he had just watched Hamlet in 
his class, and that he found it useful. "But I 
know what you mean," he conceded. 
"Sometimes it's just ... superfluous." 

AISD will hold another round of discus- 
sions in February. - Rachel Proctor May 



THE SUNNY SIDE OF THE DISTRICT 



Been wondering what AISD has been 
doing with its $731 million budget, or what 
the district has planned for its $500 million 
in new bond money? Wonder no more: Get 
yourself a copy of "I Am AISD," the colorful 
annual report the district released last week. 
Brimming with facts, figures, and bullet lists 
detailing the disthct's accomplishments in 
test scores, the arts, citizenship, safety, and 
facilities, "I Am AISD" includes what 
Supehntendent Pat Forgione described as 
"every type of relevant data in a clear and 
concise format." 

IVIore or less, anyway Like any annual 
report, "I Am AISD" plays up the district's 
strengths while putting a positive spin on its 
weaknesses. For example, in the "Arts" sec- 
tion, the district touts the bands and theatre 
groups that have won regional awards and 
competitions, and leaves out the dismally 
low participation rates in extracurricular arts 
at many of its schools. Or, while charts show 
the test scores of African-American and 
Hispanic students lagging well below those 
of their white peers, particularly in science 
and math, the district more prominently 



declares that these are the groups who 
made the most progress in the test-score 
game last year. 

In presenting the report, Forgione took 
pains to point out that the annual report is 
not the state-mandated Academic 
Exceiience Indicator System report, 
which comes out at the end of each year, 
and includes much of the state data. If "I 
Am AISD" is perhaps a bit heavy on the sun- 
shine and butterflies, the state reports tend 
more toward the thunderstorms and funnel 
clouds - teacher and student demographic 
and performance data in stark black and 
white, without giving the district its fair 
chance to toot its horn about the good it's 
managing to do in a large, urban district that 
has a lot more challenges to meet than 
funds with which to meet them. 

The district will distribute the report to 
schools, chambers of commerce, real estate 
agents, pediatricians' offices, and other pub- 
lic locations. If, after all that, you still don't 
manage to trip over a copy, they're available 
on the AISD Web site: vnvw.austln.lsd.tenet.edu.

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BICYCLE NOMADS AND THE WINDS OF CHANGE 



What community-minded, ecologically grounded lessons 
might be leamed from a group of bicycle nomads, circus 
performers, musicians, biologists, artists, and mechanics 
about to bolt for Mexico? That's a question raised by the third 
annual Bikes Across Borders Winter Bicycle iVIigration. 

Scheduled to depart in successive waves beginning Dec. 
16, the 2,000-mile, three-month bicycle journey to Mexico 
is described by organizers as a mission to build solidarity 
partnerships by promoting autonomous transportation and 
cultural arts. It also represents innovation in economic sus- 
tainability and cross-cultural relations. Since 2001, Bil<es 
Across Borders (www.blkesacrassborders.arg) has delivered 
more than 500 bicycles to Mexico, Cuba, and Central 
America - mostly bicycles refurbished from Texas' bnskly- 
flowing waste stream. 

The shipments of recycled and donated bikes, parts, and 
tools supply new and existing bike shops for village collec- 
tives or ejidos, and will be used by migrant and maquilado- 
ra (NAFTA-driven border assembly plant) workers and 
Mexican field biologists. Along the way, riders perform cir- 
cuses designed to bridge cultural gaps, like "The Migration 
of the Monarch," a puppet show addressing the impacts of 
industhal agnculture, NAFTA, government corruption, and 
environmental devastation. 

The international outreach by way of traveling caravan is 
certainly not a stand-alone initiative; BAB is part of a 
grander design incubated here in Austin at the Rhizome 
Collective (www.rhlzoniecollectlve.org), a consensus-run edu- 
cational center for urban sustainability and community 
organizing. "Seasonal bicycle migration represents a radical 
departure from mainstream activism," says organizer Ed 
Sapir. "We are creating an entirely new way of life based on 
ecological and social activism, nonpolluting energy sources, 
international community, and do-it-yourself technology." 
Sapir envisions a network of self-sufficient communities built 



around "eco-pueblitos," bike shop/garden paradises that 
meet citizens' food and transportation needs with locally 
grown in-season foods and human-powered mobility. 

The migration complements efforts by the National 
Bicycle Greenway movement (www.nationalbicyclegreenway.com) 
to advance a nationwide system of interconnected bike 
roads and pathways, promoting cycling as a mode of trans- 
portation for consideration by engineers, planners, and poli- 
cy-makers. "Winter migration south by bike saves fossil fuels 
by relying on human power and not having to heat the house," 
says hder and local activist Juan Martinez. He calls the 
Rhizome efforts "post-oppositionalism" - a "nonreaction" to 
the power elite's economic and foreign policy actions. "We 
are creating something genuinely unique from our resources 
as we exercise power as a collective, using these shared 
resources to redistribute wealth through the salvage compo- 
nent in Texas to places where it is extremely useful." 

Call it localization vs. globalization: "We are searching out 
human affinities, reconnecting with nature and our southern 
neighbors, promoting better health, and addressing many of 
our pressing environmental concerns," Sapir concluded. 

Rhizome's Bikes Across Borders grew out of Austin organiza- 
tions like the Yellow Bike Project, which also refurbishes and 
donates discarded bikes, and the local antiwar group Bikes 
Not Bombs. BAB first coordinated shipments with Comite 
Fronterizo de Obreras (Committee for Border Workers), a group 
of organized sweatshop workers along the border, donating 
more than 80 bicycles and a complete tool set. "We are cross- 
ing borders of race, class, and gender," said Martinez. 

Over the years BAB has teamed with Pastors for 
Peace, a ministry of the Interreligious Foundation for 
Community Organization created in 1988 to pioneer the 
delivery of humanitarian aid to Latin Amehca and the 
Cahbbean in shipments to Cuba and Chiapas. This year's 
donation is focused on communities in Tamaulipas, while

plans are being drawn up for subsequent efforts to benefit 
new immigrants in El Paso and Austin Refugee Services here 
at home. 

"While cars whiz you swiftly through the countryside oblivi- 
ous to nature's subtleties, the bicycle lets you feel the wind 
on your cheek, observe fragile desert cacti in bloom, and cat- 
alyze conversation with random strangers walking along," 
Sapir said. Martinez added, "Seasonal migration by bicycle 
liberates us from the cubicle-car-career matrix and engages 
us directly with nature and our fellow humans." 

The invitation to the Winter Migration is open to anyone 
who wishes to live in tune with nature, camp under the stars, 
and float on the great northern winds like migrating birds. 
"Don't be surprised when we top 100 miles in a single bound 
after a leisurely breakfast of wild-crafted grains, homemade 
tortillas, and fresh fruits," said Sapir. The Rhizome Collective, 
at 300 Allen on the Eastside, has opened the doors to its 
community bike shop operating Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings 6-lOpm, and will host a benefit event on Friday, 
Dec. 10, 5pm-12mid. Contact BAB directly at 
pedalpowei@gmall.coiii or call 769-9691.

AUSTIN/ROUND ROCK 
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Commissioners Court: A Flood of Planning 



If good things come to those who wait, at 
long last that includes those residents along 
Onion Creek, who have been waiting years 
for significant flood relief. Transportation 
and Natural Resources Executive Manager 
Joe Gieselman told the Travis Co. 
Commissioners Court Tuesday that the 
release of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers' 
flood studies on Onion Creek and the 
Highland Lakes is imminent. Those three- 
year studies will recommend a buyout of 
homes in the Timber Creel< subdivision on 
Onion Creek. On the Highland Lakes, the 
flood level will be raised 6 feet, putting 
homes in places like Graveyard Point also in 
the buyout category. 

Once the reports are released, the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers can apply for federal 
assistance, but it will require a 35% match by 
Travis County. Gieselman wants to roll the 
cost into the county's upcoming 2005 bond 
program. "Very soon they will be requesting 
financial participation for the target areas on 
Onion Creek and for the Timber Creek buy- 
out," Gieselman said. "We are partners in the 
study. We're not driving the train, but we will 
be affected by it." 

The reports could be out as soon as 
January. In the same month, commissioners 
can expect an update from the Southwest 
Travis County Growth Dialogue, which was 



formed to address the development issues 
along Hamilton Pooi Road. (For more on 
the Hamilton Pool Road issues, see this 
week's cover story on p. 32.) 

Environmentalists who have actively lobbied 
the Court to take broader steps in addressing 
water-quality issues will be pleased to note 
that the recommendations are expected to 
include the use of Senate Bill 873. SB 
873, passed two sessions ago, gives counties 
some of the broader regulatory authority typi- 
cally granted to cities. While its use has been 
recommended in almost every controversy 
the county has faced in recent months - from 
landfill regulation to subdivision approval - 
this would be the first time county commis- 
sioners would give serious consideration to 
expanding current regulatory powers. 

The flood control studies and Hamilton 
Pool Road debate are part of a broader dis- 
cussion of current regional planning efforts. In 
the coming months, Travis Co. will also have 
to address its priorities in a new 25-year road 
plan for the region, the creation of a grant 
program for cars that fail the region's new 
emissions testing, the re-appointment of 
members on the Central Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority, and a decision on whether 
to continue financial support of the Envision 
Central Texas regional planning initiative.

BILLS, BAD AND OTHERWISE 



• Banning birth control: In an apparent 
quest to build upon his successes during the 
last legislative session, Rep. Franit Corte, R- 

San Antonio, is angling to strangle and cut off 
a few more reproductive rights during the 
upcoming 79th Legislature. Corte was the mas- 
termind of the informed consent law - which 
requires women seeking an abortion to wait an 
extra 24 hours before going through with the 
procedure, and to peruse a factually challenged 
yet colorful state-produced pamphlet on fetal 
growth and the dangers of abortion. On Nov. 8, 
he fired another bullet in his effort to demon- 
strate that women are too stupid to know 
what's best for them, but are nonetheless 
smart enough to raise a brood. This time, Corte 
aims to protect pharmacists from having to fill 
prescriptions for "emergency 
contraceptives" if they don't 
want to. Theoretically, Corte is 
talking about the so-called 
"morning-after" pill. But 
according to the text of his MB 
16, emergency contraceptive 
is defined as "a prescription 
drug containing an elevated dose of hormones 
that is used to prevent pregnancy" - in other 
words, all birth-control pills. In a stunning show 
of his compassionate concern, Corte's bill has 
provided a remedy - read, avenue for legal 
action - for pharmacists whose "rights are vio- 
lated" if they are forced to fill the offending 
prescription. The bill, however, does nothing to 
ensure that a woman can easily find another 
way to have her prescription filled. 

• Deatii penalty reform: On Nov. 15, state 
Sen. Rodney Eliis, D-Houston, filed his 
perennial bill seeking to ban the execution of 
the mentally retarded. Ellis filed similar leg- 
islation in 1999, 2001, and 2003, and 
although the U.S. Supreme Court in 2002 
banned the practice of executing the mentally 




retarded, Texas has yet to enact a statutory 
ban. Ellis' latest go-round, SB 85, would 
require a pretrial hearing to detennine whether 
a defendant is mentally retarded. In 2003, 
Ellis' version of the bill stalled after clashing 
with a House bill by state Rep. Terry Keei, R- 
Austin, under which the determination would 
be made after the guilt/innocence phase of the 
trial, by the same convicting jury - a scheme 
the Supremes would likely find wanting. In 
2001, Ellis' bill was vetoed by Gov. Rick 
"Compassionate" Perry in his Father's Day 
Massacre. 

Ellis has also filed two bills aimed at helping 
Texas' wrongfully convicted. SB 86 would 
increase compensation to $50,000 for each 
year an innocent was incarcerated, up to a $1 
million cap, and would scrap 
the current statutory require- 
ment that a wrongfully con- 
victed defendant choose 
between administrative com- 
pensation and pursuing a civil 
suit against the state. "You 
would think that after these 
individuals have been forced to suffer in prison 
for a crime they did not commit," Ellis said, 
"the state would be willing to spend at least as 
much on trying to help them put their lives 
back together as they spend on locking them 
up." And his SB 87 would remove the legal 
requirement that a wrongfully incarcerated 
defendant receive a letter from the prosecuting 
district attorney attesting to his or her inno- 
cence in order to get monetary compensation 
from the state. That twisted provision kept 
Josiah Sutton - freed after spending four years 
in prison for a rape he did not commit - from 
collecting compensation after Harris Co. 
District Attorney Chuck Rosenthal refused to 
write a letter in his behalf.

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STATE ENERGY PLAN: DEPENDENT AND DIRTY 



The Texas Energy Planning Council, a 

22-member body appointed by Gov. Rick 
Perry, met Monday to consider approving a 
final energy plan for the state. Clean energy 
advocates are pushing for increases to the 
proposed Renewable Portfolio Standard, 
a measure mandating the amount of energy 
generated from renewable sources such as 
wind, solar, or biomass, and less use of fossil 
fuels like liquified natural gas and coal. The 
councirs recommended RPS has a 5% 
renewable standard by 2015 and roughly 
10% by 2025, well shy of the 10% by 2015, 
20% by 2020 goal set by a coalition of envi- 
ronmental and consumer groups. "At issue is 
whether we want a state energy plan that uti- 
lizes our tremendous renewable energy 
resources, or one that makes us dependent 
on energy from other states and other coun- 
tries," said Tom "Smitty" Smitli, director of 
Public Citizen's Texas office and a major pro- 
ponent of a reformed RPS. 

Council Chairman Victor Carrillo, who 
also chairs the Railroad Commission, said he 
wanted the final plan to "increase Texas' and 
America's energy security and independence." 
But TEPC recommendations rely heavily on 
imported liquefied natural gas, and cite build- 
ing more "clean coal" power plants in the 
state while acquiring more oil and gas from 
the deep waters off the Texas Gulf Coast. 

Smitty argues that the council's proposed 
plan depends too heavily on imported and 
polluting fuel sources, downplays the value of 
solar and wind power, and underemphasizes 



energy efficiency as a tool to reduce demand. 
The TEPC increased the scope of the Public 
Utility Commission efficiency program and 
continued energy efficiency funding for the 
Texas Emissions Reduction Plan, two valuable 
programs. But despite pressure from advo- 
cates, TEPC declined to increase efficiency 
measures in the building codes. 

"Why are we choosing to purchase billions 
of dollars of foreign LNG instead of investing 
in local resources and creating local jobs 
when we have safe and economic energy 
resources here in Texas?" asked Anne 
Johnson of Public Citizen. "Data from the 
Renewable Energy Policy Project shows that a 
substantial renewable energy policy could 
lead to as many as 60,000 new jobs in 
Texas." Johnson also noted that Nigeria, a 
major supplier of LNG to the U.S., was one of 
few counthes where anti-U.S. demonstrations 
occurred following 9/11. Earlier this month, 
Halliburton and three corporate partners 
admitted making $180 million in bribes to 
Nigerian officials in connection with an LNG 
plant contract. "It is just a bad decision, both 
economically and for security reasons, to 
remain dependent or become even more 
dependent on foreign sources of fuel," 
Johnson said. The TEPC meets again in mid- 
December before sending recommendations 
to Gov. Perry Dec. 31. Those interested in 
taking action can send faxes to the TEPC and 
pertinent House and Senate committees from 
www.renewabletexas.arg/actlon.httnl.

Allah Made Them Funny 



It was Wednesday evening prayer at 
the Islamic Center of Greater Austin; as 
the call of the muezzin faded from the 
air, a close-pressed line of men bowed 
and knelt in ritual recitation. Behind 
them, in the back of the mosque, 
Sabira Janmohamed whispered and 
giggled with her large and jolly entourage 
of cousins and in-laws, who eagerly 
waited for the real show to begin. 

"I'm excited," she said. "I've never 
been to a Muslim comedy show before." 

Janmohamed was among the couple 
hundred attendees to Allah Made Me 
Funny, a national Muslim comedy tour 
that hit Austin last week. The tour is 
intended, at least in part, to reach out 
to Americans more familiar with Islam 
via Osama bin Laden than via jokes 
about prayer wedgies or the dreaded 
"Ramadan breath," an unpleasant con- 
dition that hits a couple of weeks into 
the monthlong fast. However, the reli- 
gious venue meant that mostly Muslims 
attended the show, a family-friendly 
affair complete with toddlers rampaging 
about in fuzzy pink pajamas and no joke 
dirtier than a slightly icky shtick about 
ugly feet in airport security areas. 

But even if outreach potential was 
limited, Janmohamed said there was 
value simply in getting Muslims together 
to laugh at themselves. "It's like the 



[comedy tour] organizers say, comedy 
might be the only way to get all types of 
Muslims into the same room," she said. 

However, her sister-in-law Aiman 
Janmohamed said she hoped non- 
Muslims would also get a chance to see 
the tour. "I think the view many 
Americans have of Muslims is that we're 
very serious, and don't have a sense of 
humor," she said. "I think it's a new and 
positive thing to have jokes about 
Muslims that show us in an everyday 
way, that we're all just human beings." 

The two performers, Azeem and 
Preacher Moss (a third comedian, 
Azhar Usman, unexpectedly cancelled), 
were both African-American converts, 
but had no problem sending the largely 
South Asian and Middle Eastern audi- 
ence into hysterics. Not surprisingly, the 
performers found their most fruitful 
comedic terrain in mocking stereotypes, 
from Azeem's grandmother's reaction to 
his conversion ("She said, 'You can't be 
a Muslim. You ain't been to jail yet!'") to 
the common misperception that 
Muslims are somehow inherently violent. 

As for the latter, Azeem set the record 
straight once and for all. "Brothers and 
sisters, we really are the most peaceful 
people on earth," he said. "I mean, 
Mike Tyson hasn't won a fight since he 
converted!" - Rachel Proctor May

ROBBERY BY BANKRUPTCY 

Why is it that when George W. says he's 
going to "reform" something, I instinctively 
want to grab my money, my liberties, my fami- 
ly .. . and flee to the woods? 

For the Bushites, the word reform means 
"deform," to monkey-wrench the system so 
the rich get richer ... and the rest of us get 
schtooked.

At present, the big abusers of employees 
are United, U.S. Air, Delta, and other major 
airlines that have been poorly managed and 
now are being squeezed by their bankers and 
jet-fuel suppliers.

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The LCRA Moves to Turn on the Tap 

THE FUTURE OF THE HILL COUNTRY WAITS ON AUTHORITY'S DECISIONS ON WATER PLAN BY AMY SMITH

We've all heard the arguments against 
expanding water utility service to environ- 
mentally sensitive areas vs^est and southwest 
of Austin, where the Lower Colorado River 
Authority is projecting a thriving customer 
base to sprout over the next 30 years. While 
the LCRA sees "strategic investment" 
opportunities for community development 
in an ecologically unique region replete with 
songbirds and clear-running creeks, other 
residents and community activists see a 
planning and environmental nightmare that 
could ultimately destroy that little piece of 
heaven known as the Hill Country. 

The utility has crafted a road map based 
on a 30-year growth projection of 125,000 
new arrivals to western Travis and northern 
Hays counties, an area that is currently 
home to about 30,000 people. These 
assumptions are reinforced by the 
Authority's desire to lead the way. But is the 
LCRA headed in the right direction? Not 
when weighed against the "plan first, build 
second" mantra of stakeholders involved in 
three regional and county planning efforts 
(made possible, as it happens, through 
more than $200,000 in funding from the 
LCRA; see "We Had a Little Plan," p.35). 
Within that context, community and envi- 
ronmental participants would like to pro- 
mote a primarily eastward growth trend, rel- 
atively limited density on the western front, 
and stricter water quality measures - all 
intended to ensure the longevity of the Hill 
Country landscape, its network of lakes and 



creeks, and, of course. Barton Springs. 
These goals are in keeping with the mission 
of the far-reaching Envision Central Texas 
project, an inclusive planning process that 
kicked off two years ago (again, with sub- 
stantial financial backing from the LCRA) as 
a means of giving communities a voice in 
growth management. The question remains: 
Will that voice be effective or simply one 
more public relations element in the 
agency's visible determination to move 
ahead on speculative water sales, whatever 
the outcome of the planning process? 

Apart from land-use issues, there are seri- 
ous concerns about the LCRAs ability to 
advance its plan before resolving some 
financial and organizational problems with- 
in its fledgling retail water operations. These 
problems have only recently begun to spark 
candid discussions between the board and 
the utility's brass. "It's essential that we 
have our business house in order," one 
director sternly told General Manager Joe 
Beal at a September board meeting. As a 70- 
year-old electricity and water/wastewater 
outfit, the Authority has had decades to 
hone and grow its greatest achievements - 
power and wholesale water The utility isn't 
yet as seasoned in running a retail water 
business, where costly errors and a $16 mil- 
lion annual debt load naturally raises ques- 
tions, both inside and outside the Authority, 
about the wisdom of piling on more debt by 
venturing into politically and geologically 
rocky territory.

West vs. East 

As it happens, the Authority sprang from 
the failings of another utility - a Chicago- 
based concern that went bankrupt in 1931, 
midway through construction of the 
Hamilton Dam in Burnet Co. A young Texas 
state senator and water lawyer, Alvin Wirtz, 
drafted legislation to create the public, non- 
profit LCRA in order to complete the 
Hamilton Dam project with public funding. 
The measure failed three times before Gov. 
Miriam A. "Ma" Ferguson signed it into law 
in 1934. Construction on the dam wrapped 
up in 1937 (setting off a succession of other 
dam projects) and was renamed after its 
biggest ally in Congress - J.P Buchanan, 
who died the same year His death effective- 
ly launched Lyndon Baines Johnson's rise to 
power It was Johnson who urged his friend 
Wirtz and the LCRA to begin capitalizing on 
the electricity generated at the dams. The 
idea fit neatly into Johnson's campaign bid 
for Buchanan's congressional seat, and he 
ran on a promise of bringing electricity to 
rural areas throughout the Hill Country. 
From there, the utility grew its electric 
empire before jumping into the business of 
providing irrigation water to farmers, while 
simultaneously expanding its water rights 
on the Colorado River 

Today, Wirtz and Johnson are remem- 
bered as the guiding lights of the organiza- 
tion, and electricity is still its main financial 
asset, representing 90% of the $880 million 
revenue stream, followed by wholesale 
water The LCRA waded into retail water 
operations about 10 years ago, but the 
learning curve has been very steep, due 
largely to the classic business mistakes that 
follow growing too fast. In fairness, much of 



the water utility's financial losses came from 
takeovers of antiquated, and therefore cost- 
ly, water and wastewater systems in small 
communities. As a publicly funded institu- 
tion, the LCRA can't easily turn down 
requests from municipalities or small pri- 
vate operators eager to get out of the water 
business, even if it means the Authority 
must accept difficult financial burdens. 
Saying no would be a rejection of its mission 
as a water provider 

But now, broadening that mission is a new 
agenda to get ahead of the growth that Beal 
believes is inevitable in what is now vast, hilly 
open space to the west of Austin, an exten- 
sion of massive subdivisions cropping up in 
Hays County. Beal wants to extend service 
from the existing LCRA water line along U.S. 
Highway 290 to new developments built 
since that pipeline began flowing in 2002. Yet 
the proposal itself serves to bear out oppo- 
nents' claims at the time that the line would 
promote more growth in the Barton Springs 
watershed. Local officials and the LCRA 
brushed aside the warnings, but here we are 
today with four new Hays Co. subdivisions in 
the works, the largest being Cypress Realty's 
planned 2,700-home development. If the 
LCRA carries out Beal's plan, many people 
are predicting a repeat performance to play 
out in western Travis Co. One of LCI^'s own 
environmental consultants, Brigid Shea, 
whom Beal hired to help him, as he put it, 
"interface" with the environmental commu- 
nity, has told Beal straight up that west is not 
the way to go. "I have told [Beal] and the 
board how I feel about this," Shea said, "and 
I've urged them to go east." 

The Authority's board of directors will 
hear all sides of the east vs. west debate at a 
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special meeting on Dec. 7, when it considers 
the first sUver of the utiUty's sweeping $225 
miUion plumbing plan. Beal is requesting 
approval to extend a surface water pipeline to 
the Hamilton Pool Road area - one of the pret- 
tiest pieces of the LCRA puzzle. The immediate 
proposal calls for installing a line to serve three 
different proposed subdivisions on properties 
along the road, adjacent and across from one 
another It's uncertain whether the board will 
consider an equally dicey subject - extending 
the line to existing homeowners on Hamilton 
Pool Road, many of whom have been waiting 
years for piped-in surface water to replace a 
slowly depleting supply of groundwater (see 
"LCRA's $10,000 'Stepchildren,'" p.36). 

For now, it is the new, dense developments 
that are given precedence because they're built 
with the necessary infrastructure to tap into 
the LCRA line, unlike those existing homes on 
well and septic systems. The first development 
plan to move forward is Rebecca Hudson's 
Rocky Creek Ranch, which calls for 468 homes 
to be "clustered" on 15% of a 468-acre tract, 
with open space designated for the remainder 
The site is just outside the contributing zone of 
the Edwards Aquifer and alongside Rocky 
Creek, a lovely spring-fed stream that flows

into Barton Creek. The plan has received pre- 
liminary approval from Travis County, and 
Hudson, who intends to maintain her resi- 
dence on the property, now awaits the LCRA 
board decision on a crucial element - water. 

Red Flags Rising 

By most accounts, the LCRA board has 
emerged in the past six months as a group of 
independent voices, shedding its image as a 
rubber-stamp collection of anonymous faces 
from far-flung spots within the Authority's vast 
service area. The 15 directors are appointees of 
former Gov. George W Bush and his successor 
Rick Perry, who is said to be watching this dis- 
cussion closely, from a pro-pipeline perspective 
that would presumably connect to his own 
road-driven vision for growth. The board has 
already once delayed a vote on the Hamilton 
Pool Road proposal, for six months, and plan- 
ning advocates believe a second postponement 
is in order, to await the completion of at least 
one of the three planning efforts under way for 
the area. The largest study of the three, the 
Regional Water Quality Protection Project, is in 
its first draft form and undergoing re\iew. Terry 
TuU, the group's executive director, expects to 
have a final draft completed by February. The 
long-range objective - laid out two years ago by

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Austin City Council Member Daryl Slusher 
and Hays Co. Judge Jim Powers - is to get 
some sort of uniform ordinance in place for 
the Barton Springs watershed, which 
includes Hamilton Pool Road. Meanwhile, 
environmental and planning advocates con- 
tinue pressing their arguments against the 
LCRA's expansion into the Hill Country. 

Enter the mayor of Sunrise Beach, a 
sleepy little hamlet on the shores of Lake 
LBJ, 60 miles northwest of Austin. Mayor 
Patricia Frain may have unintentionally 
handed the pipeline opponents their best 
weapon yet: documented evidence support- 
ing arguments that the LCRA should get its 
financial and management affairs in order 
before heading west on a speculative ven- 
ture. Frain, a no-nonsense Air Force retiree 
in her second term as mayor, never dreamed 
she'd be launching a one-woman investiga- 
tion into the inner workings of the LCI^A. 
But after hitting brick walls on questions 
she had about rising water rates, she took 
matters into her own hands. "I'm pretty 
mild-mannered and easy to get along with," 
Frain said, and not in the habit of going 
looking for trouble. But two months of get- 
ting the runaround had worn her down. 
"That's when the gloves came off" 

The mayor filed a very detailed open- 
records request for copies of contracts, 
memos, e-mails, and any other documents 
pertaining to the Sunrise Beach water sys- 
tem, starting from the time the LCIM. took 
over the aging water plant, about six years 
ago, and proceeding through this year She 
asked for information on bidding proce- 
dures for outside contractors, documents 
relating to a well-conversion project, a 
detailed breakdown of all costs, and finally 
an organizational chart of LCRA's water 



services division. As Frain explained, "I felt 
that one or more of the areas contained the 
answer to the problem." Unbeknownst to 
LCRA officials, the mayor knew exactly the 
sort of red flags to look for, drawing on the 
years she spent analyzing contracts and 
management services in the Air Force. 

Frain organized her information, pre- 
pared a report, and presented her findings - 
this time to the board of directors during a 
two-day meeting that took place Sept. 14-15 
at Lake Buchanan. (She had already provid- 
ed Beal with a preview.) "Instead of contin- 
uing to battle the large increases each year, 
which are only the result, or the symptom, 
of a problem," Frain began, "I went to look 
for the cause of the escalating rates." The 
cost increases to Sunrise Beach customers 
started the second year after LCRA took over 
the town's outdated water system and con- 
tinued through to the existing monthly base 
rate of $46 per 3,000 gallons. 

The utility also projected future rate hikes 
- to $65 in 2005, and $72 in 2006 (those 
increases are now on hold). "Fach of these 
increases were accompanied with charts 
showing that LCRA isn't meeting its expens- 
es, even with the increase," Frain said. She 
found her answers in the pile of contracts 
with outside engineering firms that the 
Authority hired to bring the town's outdated 
water system up to modem-day standards. 
The firms would routinely submit change 
orders that doubled and tripled the costs of 
the original contracts. Sunrise Beach cus- 
tomers paid the price. Buried in the reams 
of official documents, the mayor discovered 
an e-mail in which one consultant expressed 
concern about the costs of the project. Frain 
quoted from the e-mail reply of the staff 
project manager: "Don't worry about it. The 



We Had a Little Plan ... 

Three planning groups are studying tiie effects ttiat future growtti wouid iiave on tlie 
environmentaiiy sensitive terrain of western Travis and nortliern Hays counties, wliere tlie 
Lower Colorado River Autliority wants to extend its water utility reach. The LCRA board is 
scheduled to consider the first phase of a proposed water plan - building a pipeline along 
Hamilton Pool Road - at a special meeting at 2pm Tuesday, Dec. 7, at the Terrace Club, 
2600 U.S. 290 W., 11 miles west of the 29D/Highway 71 split in Oak Hill. Given the 
upcoming vote - before the completion of the planning work - pipeline opponents question 
whether the Authority intends to pay more than lip service to the recommendations of the 
groups, which include: 

REGIONAL WATER QUALITY PLANNING PROJECT 

This is the largest of the three efforts, and involves drawing up uniform development and 
environmental protection standards for all municipalities within the Barton Springs seg- 
ment of the Edwards Aquifer. Planning leaders hope to submit a final proposal to govern- 
ment officials by February. Stakeholders have asked the LCRA to delay action until a 
regional plan is in place for the area. Hays Co. resident Terry Tull is the group's full-time 
executive director. 

SOUTHWEST TRAVIS CO. GROWTH DIALOG PROCESS 

Formed this summer, this stakeholder panel is charged with soliciting input and making 
recommendations on development and its effects on roads in the unincorporated areas of 
southwest Travis County. County Commissioner Gerald Daugherty, who has largely been sup- 
portive of growth in the area, is leading the group. Joe Lessard, a planning consultant and 
former Austin city manager, is the group's facilitator. 

HAMILTON POOL ROAD COMMUNITY FORUM 

The LCRA board called for the formation of this group when it first delayed its pipeline 
vote in IVIay. Consultant Dr. Juli Fellows has been retained to lead the group. - A.S.

cost will be passed on to the tap owners." 
She paused a couple of seconds to let that 
soak in. "This reinforces the public opinion 
that LCRA is a cost-plus operation." 

Frain also came across another document 

- a letter to the LCRA from its billing con- 
tractor, which noted it had inadvertently 
overcharged Sunrise Beach customers by 
$90,000. The contractor corrected the error 
in April with a $90,000 refund to the utility 

- but ratepayers had yet to be credited for 
the amount. (The LCRA has since moved to 
make amends.) 

Robert Cullick, the utility's chief 
spokesman, points out that the mayor has 
been asked to serve on a special advisory 
committee made up of LCRA's water/waste- 
water customers. "She brought a lot of 
issues to our attention, and we've tried to 
respond to her concerns to the fullest of our 
ability," he said. "And I think she will tell 
you she has received a satisfactory response. 



concerns across to the board, and the board 
is not happy with the Authority's perform- 
ance. Still, for all its missteps in the retail 
area, said Beal, "There are 167,000 [cus- 
tomers] out there, and the vast majority of 
them are as happy as pigs in slop." 

In slop or in a poke, the public airings of 
the utility's internal woes have placed more 
pressure on Beal and his lieutenants to prove 
to the board that the retail division is capa- 
ble of taking on new projects without turn- 
ing them into money pits. So there is a lot 
riding on the 30-year plan. At the same time, 
the proposal is causing a good deal of angst 
among many of LCRA's staff of dedicated 
environmentalists, ranging from engineers to 
some of Austin's greenest tree buggers. 
They're the ones credited with building and 
maintaining LCRA's image as a progressive 
(and well-paying) institution, which is partly 
why the Legislature doesn't always look 
kindly on the Authority. Between its water

That's frankly the way it's supposed to 
work." Indeed, it took bringing the problem 
directly to the board's attention to get 
response from LCRA management, but 
Frain is generous with her praise of what has 
transpired since then. "Once you've got the 
board's attention, then you're three-quar- 
ters of the way there," she said. "They have 
not been in retail sales very long, and I don't 
think they were good at it. But they're going 
to be getting better" 

On the whole, the Authority owns about 
35 water/wastewater systems and counts 
only a handful of them as major headaches 
- for the utility and the customers. On this 
matter, elected officials from the likes of 
Sunrise Beach and little Lometa in 
Lampasas Co. have managed to get their 



business problems and staff ambivalence 
about heading west, the LCRA is at the 
crossroads of deciding its future. By exten- 
sion, the natural and human future of the 
Hill Country has become thoroughly 
entwined with the institutional future of the 
LCRA - and it remains unclear whether what 
might be good for the LCRA is necessarily 
good for an irreplaceable piece of Texas. 

For their part, some board members are 
also starting to echo the staff's apprehen- 
sion about the risks - financial and other- 
wise - of building a pipeline to the west, 
when the east holds much fewer limitations. 
"I know that we struggle a lot as a board," 
director Rosemary Rust told Beal, "and I'm 
certain there's a lot of ambiguity with staff 
continued on p.36 
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[about] developing in environmentally sen- 
sitive areas, when the projections show that 
it's going to be easy east of 1-35 because 
there's going to be a lot of growth there." 

"What do you think we should do, 
Rosemary?" Beal asked. 

"Personally," she said, "the easier stuff 
that would . . . pay for itself It's just one of 
those 'duh' issues." 

That sentiment, echoed by half a dozen 
other board members, is what is giving 
opponents of the LCRA proposal renewed 
hope of getting a regional plan in place 
before the pipeline is built. "The board 
members are finally asking the questions 
they should have been asking all along," 
said one observer close to the issue. "The 
idea is, 'Let's have some planning in place 
first.' The LCRA is in a position to do more 
for this part of the country than anyone else. 
They have the ability to be great environ- 
mental leaders." 

Opening Act 

Along Hamilton Pool Road, many resi- 
dents are vocally unhappy over the prospect 
of what they believe will become suburban- 
style subdivisions, with homes crammed on 
small lots, thousands of additional cars on 
the narrow roadway, and the general disrup- 
tion of a quiet, rural community. Among the 
leaders of the opposition are Rebecca 
Hudson's neighbors. Gene and Linda 
Lowenthal, who fear their 58-acre property, 
where their hilltop home takes in expansive 
views of Rocky Creek and well into the Hill 
Country, will lose both its monetary and 
aesthetic value. "People move out here to 
enjoy a rustic lifestyle - that's what makes 
this area so unique," said Gene Lowenthal, 
a leader in the Hamilton Pool Road Scenic 
Corridor Coalition, as well as the larger Hill 
Country Coalition, which represents the 
interests of communities that fall within 
LCIiA's vision for this area of Travis and 
Hays counties. In Lowenthal's view, 
Hudson's compliance with U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service guidelines, as well as the 
development's "clustered" effects to create 
open space, are just old-fashioned "green- 
washing." "The primary benefit is to the

developer," he said. "Clustering is really a 
way of making water affordable - and 
encouraging density at the same time." 

Most recently, the LCRA asked Hamilton 
Pool Road developers to comply voluntarily 
with the agency's nonpoint source pollution 
ordinance, which had not extended to the 
Barton Creek watershed, where Fish and 
Wildlife standards apply. Apparently the util- 
ity does have the authority to regulate this 
environmentally sensitive, unincorporated 
area of the county. (So far, no developer has 
committed to comply with the ordinance.) 

Hudson defends her proposed plan, 



pointing out that she has given the develop- 
ment a lot of thought from an environmen- 
tal perspective, and has spent two years try- 
ing to draw up a sensible, environmentally 
sound blueprint that follows Fish & 
Wildlife guidelines. "I live right next to this 
creek, I love this creek, and I'm not going 
anywhere," said Hudson, "so I'm as inter- 
ested as anybody in ensuring that we do this 
the right way." 

In addition, Hudson said she is exploring 
more innovative water-conservation and 
-reuse measures and has hired Kent Butler, a 
UT professor of community and regional 



planning, to study various rainwater collec- 
tion system scenarios. She is also talking to 
home-builders experienced with integrating 
such systems into their developments. 
Taken by itself, the Hudson plan might not 
be drawing such broad opposition, but 
longtime residents throughout the region 
see the development as the camel's nose 
under the Hill Country tent. LCRA's Beal 
persistently argues that growth will happen 
in this area. "We want to get ahead of the 
growth," he told his board in September 
Christy Muse, a Hill Country Coalition 
leader, agrees that growth will happen if the 



LCRA'S $10,000 ^STEPCHILDREN' 



Somewhat overwhelmed in the ongoing debate over a pro- 
posed water-line extension to the Hill Country are the hun- 
dreds of existing homeowners who would gladly trade in their 
well systems for piped-ln surface water. 

But for $10,000? No, thanks. That's the value the Lower 
Colorado River Authority has placed on each tap it would 
provide to older homes along Hamilton Pool Road, where it 
wants to build a pipeline to serve three proposed new devel- 
opments. Whereas the new projects are denser, and would be 
built with modern plumbing systems, the existing homes 
were built years ago on 1- to 4-acre lots and would require 
extensive and costly retrofitting to convert from groundwater, 
which is depleting in both quality and quantity, to piped-ln 
surface water. What's more, the LCRA is requiring 80% par- 
ticipation from each of the three existing subdivisions - 
roughly 400 households in each community - before it com- 
mits to provide the service. 

Linda Ellis, who has lived in West Cave Estates for 18 
years, says the 80% requirement, coupled with the $10,000 



out-of-pocket expense, effectively closes the door on mod- 
ern-day conveniences for existing households. "Once again, 
we're left feeling like the stepchildren," she said. Ellis has 
been through this before. In the mid- to late Nineties, she 
and other neighbors had hoped to hook into the then pro- 
posed "290" water line that the LCRA has since built to 
serve new developments in northern Hays Co. The LCRA argu- 
ment at the time was that drought conditions warranted 
building the line to serve existing households on well sys- 
tems. But that line has primarily served new growth, with 
more new subdivision projects on the way - just as pipeline 
opponents had predicted. 

A more broadly organized opposition group is hoping to 
head off a similar occurrence on Hamilton Pool Road and in 
western Travis Co. Last week, Hamilton Pool Road resident 
and opposition leader Gene Lowenthal sent each LCRA board 
member a ream of petitions bearing signatures from nearly 
1,000 people opposed to the pipeline. He said 64% of the 
signers live up and down Hamilton Pool Road, and noted that 



enough petitioners have signed to rule out 80% participation 
from each of the existing subdivisions along the roadway. 

That's precisely why Ellis is trying to negotiate a more 
attainable participation requirement and a reasonable up- 
front fee with LCRA officials. "My original phone contact [of 
homeowners] found that 60 to 70% of them are very inter- 
ested in getting water," she said. "When I asked [LCRA offi- 
cials] if they would accept that number, they hedged a little, 
but they didn't rule it out." She also wants the Authority to 
rethink the $10,000 each household would need to pay up 
front, at least two years before they get what they pay for. 
"You don't buy big-ticket items and then wait two years for 
It," Ellis said. "This has got to be more doable." 

Still, Ellis notes, she doesn't want environmental protection 
measures to be given short shrift in the process. "I want the 
water as bad as anybody, but not at any cost," she said. "I 
would not want it if it meant no regulation." In her view, the 
LCRA is the right agency to advance a water deal because of 
Its mission to be good stewards of the land. "I don't want to 
stop what's coming. I just want it to come the right way." 

But if what happened in Hays Co. is any indication, Ellis 
and her neighbors can count on "what's coming" to take pri- 
ority over their own water needs. - A.S. 
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Westward Re-Ho? 

Some updates are in order for these 
western Travis Co. development hot 
spots since our last report in IVlay 
("Westward Ho!," IVlay 28, 2004). As 
the map indicates, the proposed 
Hamilton Pool Road pipeline is just the 
foot in the door; also under serious con- 
sideration are a much longer line along 
Highway 71 and smaller feeder lines. 

Rocky Creek Ranch, 
Formby East and West 

Of the three proposed subdivisions 
pending along Hamilton Pool Road, 
landowner Rebecca Hudson's Rocky 
Creek Ranch plan has received prelimi- 
nary approval from Travis Co. and now 
awaits a Dec. 7 decision from the LCRA 
on a proposed water pipeline that would 
provide surface water to the project. 
Plans for the two Formby properties are 
still on the table. 

Lazy 9 Ranch MUD 

Developer Bill Gunn won county 
approval in June to begin developing the 
first phase - 269 acres - of a planned 
2,300-acre subdivision of nearly 3,000 
homes on Highway 71. 

Shops at the Galleria 

This commercial center, under con- 
struction across the road from its future 
twin, the Hill Country Galleria, has 
recently run afoul of state inspectors for 
faulty environmental controls that failed 
to prevent construction runoff from pol- 
luting Little Barton Creek during recent 
rainstorms. The Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality has ordered devel- 
opers to correct the problems, but has 
issued no sanctions. 

West Cypress Hills 

Up the road, developer Rusty Hill 
appears to have finally gotten his storm 
water detention pond and dam under 
control after more than a year of pollu- 
tion disasters on Lick Creek. 

Las Ventanas 

There's been no movement recently 
on this proposed project near Lake Travis. 

Hogge Canyon Springs 

It's likewise quiet here, where 
landowners are said to be mulling some 
sort of conservation-friendly develop- 
ment, unlike other run-of-the-mill subdi- 
visions in the works. 



board approves Beal's proposal. "It's just the first 
step in what will be a massive web of develop- 
ments out here," she said. 

Indeed, developments are in progress or are 
on the drawing board for the village of Bee Cave 
and areas farther west along Highway 71, head- 
ed toward the Pedemales River and beyond. Two 
of the larger residential projects include the Lazy 
9 Ranch subdivision of 2,300 homes, which got 
preliminary approval from Travis Co. for the first 
phase, and last year secured legislation to create 
a Municipal Utility District. (A lawsuit brought 
by the Save Our Springs Alliance against Lazy 9 
went to trial in November, and a final ruling is 
expected early this month.) Also, West Cypress 
Hills, a 435-home subdivision under develop- 
ment, was practically a household name much 
of the year in frequent media reports from the 
site because of a storm water detention pond 
and dam's failures to keep sediment-laden 
runoff from spilling into Lick Creek. Both the 
creek and area residents bore the brunt of the 
pollution from the construction site, and a law- 
suit is pending on the matter The developer has 
in recent months taken corrective measures - 
which appear to be working this time - and 
there have been no reports of unnaturally sullied 
waters since September 

Meanwhile, one of those "I told you so" envi- 
ronmental disasters is playing out in Bee Cave, 
where a vast commercial center under construc- 
tion, the Shops at the Galleria, wreaks havoc on 
Little Barton Creek each time it rains, prompting 
visits and recommendations (but no sanctions 
thus far) from state environmental inspectors. 
And in Hays Co., it goes without saying that 
more developments will spring from the U.S. 290 
pipeline in the vast extraterritorial jurisdiction of 
Dripping Springs. 

The LCRA believes that with a Certificate of 
Convenience and Necessity, which it hopes to 
obtain from the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality, it could force developers 
to comply with Fish & Wildlife environmental 
standards as a provision for receiving surface 
water But skeptics believe the utility wants the 
CCN for one reason: to keep out the competition 
so it can charge the rates necessary to cover the 
expense of its westward business venture. 
Longtime residents and Hill Country advocates 
are asking: Why should LCRA effectively acceler- 
ate the growth by opening the tap to readily 
accessible water, the lack of which would act as a 
natural brake on speculative or unsustainable 
development? "This will be the first domino to 
fall," said Gene Lowenthal. "This is just the first 
act of a long play." ■

Weary of the Wiggles? Done with 
Dora? Then perhaps you could 
use a serving of Biscuits, as in 
the fabulous Biscuit Brothers, 
who could just be the Next Big Thing in 
the realm of kindertainment, and they're 
from right here in Austin. 

The Biscuits are Dustin Cornelius 
("Dusty") and Buford Methuselah (that's 
right, "B.M."), a couple of corn-fed, corn- 
pone barnyard bumpkins working on Old 
McDonald's Farm - or not working, as 
their crusty old boss sees it. Whenever he 
has chores to be done, those Biscuit boys 
are plucking on banjos, strumming gui- 
tars, singing - in short, making music. 
And therein lies their connection to the 
7-and-under set: They introduce children 
to instruments, songs, and musical con- 
cepts such as rhythm and pitch through 
games, riddles, sing-alongs, and slap- 
stick. Imagine Benjamin Britten having 
written his Young Person's Guide to the 
Orchestra on Green Acres. 

Longtime musical theatre artists Jerome 
Schoolar (Esther's Follies, Buddy: The 
Buddy HoUy Story) and Allen Robertson 
(resident musical director at the Zachary 
Scott Theatre Center) cooked up the 
Biscuits, as it were, for Zach's Playscape 
children's theatre series and have been 
delighting young audiences (and not a few 
adults) with their show E. I.E. 1.0. for years. 
With the help of old friend Damon Brovm, 
director of the recent Burning Man docu- 
mentary Beyond Black Rock, they adapted 
the concept to television, adding a real 
farm, some animal puppets (would you 
believe Sheryl Crow?), 3D animation 
(courtesy of local firm Animation Farm), 
distaff Biscuit sister Buttermilk, played by 




Jill Leberknight (The World Goes 'Round), 
visits to artists, and a plot of sorts that 
communicates something fundamental 
about music. The pilot episode, shot on 
location at Pioneer Farms, revolves around 
a search for some missing musical instru- 
ments, during which the Biscuits pay a call 
on a workshop where guitars are made. 

What makes the show successful - and 
makes the Biscuits candidates for RafB-level 
superstardom - is the same stuff that 
worked on stage: immensely appealing 
characters, infectious energy, musical skill, 
and humor that scores with the target audi- 
ence but has its sly references that will tick- 
le their parents' funny bones as well. Check 
out their Web site - www.biscuitbrothers.com 
- for album covers that are picture-perfect 
parodies of Meet the Beatles and Saturday 
Night Fever or the moody photo in the 
gallery that represents the brothers' 
alt.country portrait. like the Muppets and 
BuUwinkle, the Biscuits are simultaneously 
silly and smart. 

Small wonder, then, that the show has 
generated a lot of interest and enough 
backing for Robertson, Schoolar, and 
Brown to produce a season of episodes. 
Local PBS affiliate KLRU is on board with 
Biscuits and will premiere the pilot this 
weekend with a live in-studio appearance 
by the Biscuit boys. Then in the spring of 
2005, the series wUl become a staple in the 
station's Saturday morning lineup. 

Now is a good time to turn on the wee one 
in your world - or your own inner pretween- 
er - to this homegrown treat, before the 
whole world is hungry for Biscuits.

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THE THREE SCROOGES 

Nothing says Yuletide like a hot, 
steaming mug of "Bah, humbug," and 
Austin theatre companies are dishing up 
plenty of it this season. At least three 
different productions oi A Christmas 
Carol are opening this week, with one of 
them sure to please the discriminating 
Dickens-lover in your household. For 
homegrown traditional Scrooge, try the 
Austin Playhouse, which is reviving the 
original adaptation created by local play- 
wright Ellsworth Schave and Playhouse 
Artistic Director Don Toner when Toner 
was at the State Theater. It features an 
original score by Allen Robertson and 
Tom Parker as London's biggest skinflint. For 
new, imported Scrooge, head on over to the 
State Theater, where Artistic Director Scott 
Kanoff is treating Austin to its first look at an 
adaptation by Neil Bartlett that was a hit in 
Dickens' homeland a few years ago. Michelle 
Polgar directs David Stahl as the miser who's 
as solitary as an oyster. For fresh and spicy 
Scrooge, you want the Vortex, where one-man 
theatre company Rob Nash is premiering his 
solo take on the tale, which sounds like the all 
star film version Hollywood didn't have the 
nerve to make back in the day. Nash plays 
Scrooge naturally, but as Bette Davis might 
have played Scrooge, and he embodies a host 
of other cinematic icons in the story's familiar 
roles, similarly cast across gender, so it's Joan 




Crawford as Jacob Marley and Katharine Hep- 
burn as Bob Cratchit, while Gary Grant is Bob's 
missus and Humphrey Bogart is Scrooge's old 
flame, Belle. Expect, as his title suggests, A 
Christmas Carol Roasting on an Open Fire. Oh, 
a wise guy, eh?

In Memoriam: 

ROBERT ELLIS 
PAHERSON 




Robert Ellis Patterson, artist and 
owner of the Robert Ellis Patterson 
Gallery in South Austin, died Fhday, 
Nov. 19. He was 34. A native of 
Lubbock, he took to art at an early 
age and made it the focus of his life. 
He was particularly inspired by the 
abstract impressionists of the New 
York School (Pollock, de Kooning, 
Motherwell, Kline, Rothko, et al.), 
but to his own paintings he added 
words and phrases that would give a 
positive or uplifting message to the 
viewer, dubbing them Inspirational 
Abstractions. Patterson moved to 
New York City and worked for several 
contemporary art galleries there.

IN THE AIR 



'LOUNGE!' TRANSFORMS ARTHOUSE 
INTO A SPACE THAT SWINGS 
BY ROBERT FAIRES 



w 



hen we look at art or talk about art 
or even listen to other people talk 
about art, we come at it from the 
ground up. We're standing on our legs or sit- 
ting on something that does the job of our 
legs, supporting us from underneath, push- 
ing up from the floor or ground, to which 
we're rooted. It's really no different from so 
much of the rest of our lives, in our class- 
rooms, in our offices, in our homes. Bend 
down to knee level and look across the space 
you're in; it's the same in almost every 
room: all legs. In fact, it's so common that 
we don't even think about it, about being so 
earthbound. But it colors and influences the 
way we move and work and act and interact, 
how we receive information and even how 
we observe and appreciate beauty. 

Now, what if you were able to erase all 
those legs? You still have the seats, still have 
the tables and desks to work from, but 
they're all hovering above the floor. You'd be 



give even a Scandinavian architect pause - 
the tables are essentially flat boards and the 
seats Utde more than two planks bolted 
together at right angles - but they're 
attached to the metal lighting grid on the 
ceiling in a way that allows them to swing 
back and forth and, in the case of the seats 
for individuals, to swivel a full 360 degrees. 

That may not sound like much, and when 
you first see it, it may not even look like 
much - hell, it's a roomful of swings, and 
what's so remarkable about that? But when 
you're in it, actually sitting in one of the 
swings yourself, with other people who are 
also in the swings, then it becomes this sur- 
prisingly enjoyable, invigorating experience. 
It feels different than a classroom or ofBce or 
library. There's a sense of the world being 
oriented differently, from the sky down 
instead of the ground up. It's a looser, less 
formal, and more flexible world. None of 
that imposed order and immobility, the

liberated from the ground, free to listen to, 
look at, work on, play with, consider the 
world around you, from the openness of the 
air. Think about how you feel suspended in 
space: lighter, less encumbered, more 
relaxed, and yet also more energized, play- 
ful. It's the feeling of a swing, that of the 
front porch and that of the school yard. 

That's what awaits you at Arthouse right 
now. The 3,000-square-foot exhibition area 
of the Jones Center for Contemporary Art 
has been transformed into a large open 
room in which tables, desks, and seating for 
60 people all hang from the ceiling by 
cables. All of the pieces are made of birch 
plywood and are so spare of design as to 




lines of chairs and columns of desks locked 
rigidly in place. The seats are arranged but 
not in stiff geometric patterns. They're all 
over the space, some in small groups, some 
apart, almost private. The arrangement 
shows uncommon sensitivity to space, with 
lots of breathing room around the seats, so 
that in a cluster of swings or even at a table, 
you can feel solitude, room for reflection. 
But the distance is manageable enough that 
you can swing over it for an intimate chat 
with someone in an adjacent swing. 

At least that's what I found myself doing 
during the talk by Matthew Geller, the New 
York artist who designed this installation for 
Arthouse (which he has whimsically titled 



sixty weak knees). As he showed slides of 
some of his other work - projected, by the 
way, on one of the tables, which was turned 
on its side and hung so it could serve as a 
screen - I gently rocked back and forth, in a 
constant, almost meditative motion that 
would have been disturbing in a traditional 
environment but, as I noticed in looking 
around me, was the norm here. It was as if 
we were all on our personal little porch 
swings, with all the sense of serenity and 
neighborliness and perhaps nostalgia that 
association brings with it, but by virtue of 
being in this common space, we were all 
swinging together Which is what made it 
feel perfectly okay to lean over in the direc- 
tion of Arthouse Director Sue Graze to offer 
a comment on the program. Because of the 
physical setup, I was able to - and inclined 
to - interact with others in the space in ways 
I might not have otherwise. 

That was precisely what Regine Basha and 
Kevin Alter had in mind when they con- 
ceived "Lounge!," the Arthouse exhibition of 
which sixty weak knees is the centerpiece. 
Basha, an adjunct curator at Arthouse, and 
Alter, associate dean of the UT School of 
Architecture, shared an interest in how com- 
munities interact with art and architecture, 
and they wanted to find a way to carry the 
topic to a larger audience, to set up a forum 
for discussion in which talks would be given 
and films shown and dialogues entered into 



but in which the space itself would generate 
that discussion. To that end, they concocted 

a proposal for artists to design the space for 
this Arthouse forum, a "lounge," they called 
it, trusting the artists to interpret that word 
in any way they chose. The only stipulations 
they made were that the designs had to 
accommodate the screening of films and a 
fairly large number of people. 

Of course, Basha and Alter had no idea 
that their lounge would take the form of a 
roomful of swings. They didn't know what 
to expect from the responses. All they 
hoped was that they would be inventive and 
different. On that score, they were not dis- 
appointed. One proposed using dozens of 
soft sculpture columns that could be reposi- 
tioned to create temporary walls or benches 
or bleachers. Another suggested turning the 
interior of Arthouse into an old-fashioned 
drive-in, with a movie screen on one wall 
and real cars jammed into the space point- 
ing at it. Proposals were based on sound, on 
the original topography of the site, on the 
idea of an "anti-lounge." In all, 25 propos- 
als came in, each one coming at the concept 
of "Lounge!" from a very different - and 
imaginative - angle. Fortunately for us, 
Basha and Alter have displayed them in the 
office exhibition space of the Jones Center 
They offer some tantalizing alternatives to 
sixty weak knees.

But once the curators saw Geller's pro- 
posal, the other submissions were doomed 
to be just alternatives, sixty weak knees con- 
nected with their vision in a way that was 
immediately captivating. Its design com- 
bined simplicity and elegance and subtlety, 
and the roughness of it was very much in 
keeping with the raw character of the space. 
Those swings seemed to belong among the 
exposed brick and metal beams. And Geller 
took care to address where they belonged in 
the space, putting deliberate thought in their 
placement but leaving enough flexibility so 
they could be moved for different events. 
The artist had put considerable effort into 
his design - he told the Arthouse audience 
that he determined the height for the swings 
after measuring every chair in his own house 
to see what height they were - and it 
showed. The curators consulted with a local 
engineer, Jerry Garcia, to evaluate the feasi- 
bility of the proposal, and once he gave it the 
green light, sixty weak knees moved toward 
reality. With the phenomenal contributions 
of artists Jason Singleton and James 
Brandon, the swings were built and installed 
over a week in mid-November, and the exhi- 
bition opened on the 20th of the month. 

Since then, the installation has been gath- 
ering curious stares from folks peering 
through the wall-sized window that fronts 
the space, wondering if the museum there 
has given way to a furniture showroom. 




Geller acknowledged the installation's utili- 
tarian appearance, joking that it "looks like 
some perverse IKEA thing." People wander 
in, slowly maneuvering about the swings, 
wondering if it's really okay to sit in them, 
then tentatively testing them out. But when 
they settle in and push off and those feet 
leave the floor, a change takes place in them, 
a softening of their demeanor, an easing. 
They've let gravity slip from their shoulders 
and found a new place to be, and to be with 
others, communing in the air. ■

As cat-butt magnets and Jesus action fig- 
ures threaten our once-sacred temples of 
Vne written word, display space for Items Ex 
Libris is tight. Novelty and coffeetable books 
filled yesterday's gift gap, but a new trend in 
books offers a happy medium between the 
"sublime" of intellectual stimulation and the 
"ridiculous" of random consumer addiction. 
This trend is yet unnamed, but for our pur- 
poses, we'll call them "kits." 

Book kits are the logical extension of 
inserting newspaper clippings, photos, or 
even crushed flowers as time-capsule keep- 
sakes between pages. Like colorful Christie's 
books loaded with pictures of original artifacts 
(Personal Property of Marilyn Monroe comes 
to mind), these kits provide armchair muse- 
um tours for aficionado and dilettante alike. 

An early purveyor of this format was editor 
Phyllis Johnson and her multimedia "maga- 
zine," /Aspen. Published in the mid-Sixties, 
the third issue was an Andy Warhol- 
designed, detergent-inspired box loaded with 
Velvet Underground souvenir reproductions: 
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prints of paintings, LSD trip coupons, a flexi- 
disc, and more. Perhaps inspired by this 
now-collectible gem, Chronicle Books 
released Andy Warhol Pop Box in 2002, a 
collection of similar Warholana. 

This fall, two releases. Speak, So You Can 
Speak Again: We Life of Zora Neale 
Hurston, compiled by her niece, Lucy Anne 
Hurston, and Frank Lloyd Wright: The 
Interactive Portfolio by Wright archivist Margo 
Stipe, stand out as fine examples of the new 
genre's potential. 

Feminist icon Hurston is a figure steeped 
in intrigue. Raised in the all-black Eatonville, 
Fla., this slacks-wearing, thrice-married 
Harlem Renaissance dynamo penned the 
classic Their Eyes Were Watching God. The 
tokens within this kit - a CD of Hurston's 
voice in word and song, a reproduction of 
her hand-designed holiday card, charred 
drafts, and rare photos - provide a sassy 
backdrop to a mysterious literary life. 

The Wright kit is likewise a personal jour- 
ney behind the scenes of this architectural 
god. Culled from the also thrice-married and 
controversial Wright's official archive, this 
collection is an unflinching look at the man 
behind the sketches, personal letters, and 
bluephnts reproduced within. Stipe's prose 
dignifies serious students of design while not 
overwhelming the curious or new fan. 

There's nothing quite like genuine drafts 
and scribbles in the author's hand. Now, 
with these new-fangled kits, fans can hold 
approximations while walking the fine line 
between commercial appeal and literary 
merit. What a great gift idea. Unless, of 
course, your intended giftee is aching for 
another cat-butt magnet. - Kate X Messer

WRITING AUSTIN'S LIVES 

by the people of Austin 

Waterloo Press, 412 pp., $17.95 (paper) 

You want to know what a city's like, who you 
gonna ask? Some sharply tailored real estate 
booster with a storefront tan and a cash regis- 
ter where his heart should be? 
Some dope-smoking cholo blast- 
ing Las 3 Piratas from the speak- 
ers of his lowrider? Some scruffy, 
patchouli-drenched poet with 
accidental dreads, a rusty nose 
ring, and her voice hoarse from 
one too many open mics? Maybe 
some old gimme-capped cracker 
who eats pork rinds while watch- 
ing endless reruns of Wheel of 
Fortune? Possibly some African-American pro- 
fessor of feminist theory who wears Birkenstocks 
and has a lifetime membership to aCLIFF? You 
really want to know what a city's like, why don't 
you ask all of them? Or, rather, ask the real 
people behind and between those stereotypes: 
Ask as many of the citizens, in all their diversi- 
ty, as time, energy, and funding will allow. Ask 
those citizens to write their stories, to give their 
unique, indivisible perspectives about what it's 




like living where they live. You think that'll give 
you a good idea of the urban environment? You 
think that'll provide a definite sense of place? 
If you do, you're right. And there's a new book 
called Writing Austin's Lives for supportive evi- 
dence. Writing Austin's Lives is a hefty trade 

paperback of more than 400 pages, with 
an elegant foil-embossed cover and an 
interior of autobiographical, city-centric 
stories from the variegated spectrum of 
Austin life. Almost 800 citizens respond- 
ed to a five-month call for stories from 
the University of Texas Humanities Insti- 
tute, responded "in crayon, on thin, yel- 
lowed sheets of typing paper, in stacks 
from teachers and writing groups, in 
envelopes covered with fancy, old stamps, 
and in envelopes stuffed with photographs." All 
ages, all genders, all ethnicities, all social stra- 
ta, all you-name-it, sent in pieces of their lives. 
Now 127 of those shards of the human mirror 
have been joined - thanks to the efforts of the 
Humanities Institute and the Austin History 
Center - to offer a multifaceted reflection of 
this progressive, backward, caring, indifferent, 
ultimately paradoxical, and ever-changing city 
by the river. - Wayne Alan Brenner 





THE BUSH SURVIVAL BIBLE 

250 Ways to IVIal^e It Througii the Next 
Four Years Without IMisunderestimating the 
Dangers Ahead, and Other Subiiminable 
Strategeries 
by Gene Stone 

Villard, 160 pp., $9.99 (paper) 

There are weighty books that, when gifted, 
say, "I thought long and hard to find a sub- 
stantive and personal present for you." The 
Bush Survival Bible is decidedly not one of 
them. This doesn't 
mean that the thin vol- 
ume won't make a 
cute stocking stuffer, 
but don't be surprised 
if you visit your friends 
and find that it's 
become bathroom 
reading material. It's 
clear that the author 
of the book was cog- 
nizant that there was 
only a 50% chance of 
its becoming relevant, and the result is a 
rather inconsistent collection of "advice" from 
"experts" on how to survive Bush's second 
term. Most chapters weigh in at fewer than five 
pages and attempt to counter "post-election 
stress disorder" with humor, the result of which 
is pretty hit-or-miss. A chapter titled "9 People 
Worse Than Bush" implies that reading 
bizarrely offhand blurbs about totalitarian dicta- 
tors more evil than G.W. will somehow be 
soothing. Personally, reading a second-grade- 
level paragraph about Nicolae Ceausescu's 
reign of terror over Romania doesn't exactly 
make me feel cheerier about the world going 
down the toilet. Another chapter offers Bush- 
related spoofs on movie titles that wouldn't 
even be sophisticated enough to make it into 
Cracked Magazine (it still exists, I checked). 
Other, more well-intentioned chapters give 
advice on how to become politically active or, 
in turn, become an expatriate. Probably a good 
gift for the somewhat uninformed but earnest 
teenager in your life. - Jess Sauer 

UNFORGIVABLE BLACKNESS: 
THE RISE AND FALL OF JACK 
JOHNSON 

by Geoffrey C. Ward 
Knopf, 492 pp., $26.95 

Weighing in at 492 pages. Unforgivable 
Blackness is a real contender for the best book 
of boxing lit since Nick Tosches' The Devil and 
Sonny Listen. Listen's story is of the Fifties and 
Sixties, however, while Johnson, born in 1878, 
came blazing onto the American scene in the 
first decades of the 20th century - Jim Crow 
America, that is, when a black man could get 
lynched for just looking at a white woman. And 
forget dreaming about actually competing in a 
white man's sport, even the brutal combat 



inside the squared circle. 
Johnson not only 
became the first black 
heavyweight champion 
of the world, but was a 
white-chick magnet. He 
flaunted it, openly 
cavorting with milk- 
skinned honeys in his 
hot cars and marrying a 
few, too. Johnson was 
an imperfect hero, of 
course, and the backlash that he flirted with 
did indeed erupt. But what the hell. A compan- 
ion piece to Ken Burns' PBS documentary on 
Johnson, the book is not without its flaws, 
either, at times glossing over a few of the 
story's inconvenient nuances, but it's still a 
knockout. Great writing about American boxers 
is great American lit, about coming up from 
small means and accomplishing the impossible, 
and Ward deserves a TKO here. - Jesse Sublett 

AMERICA'S GAME: THE EPIC 
STORY OF HOW PRO FOOTBALL 
CAPTURED A NATION 

by Michael MacCambridge 
Random House, 576 pp., $27.95 

MacCambridge opens this fascinating history 
of the NFL with a quote from Jacques Barzun, 
who claimed in 1954 that "whoever wants to 
know the heart and mind of America better 
know baseball." 

Fast forward to a 2003 Harris Poll, and 
MacCambridge finds that pro football fans now 
outnumber baseball fans by a two-to-one mar- 
gin. How did a relatively minor - and extremely 
violent - sport become Amehca's game? The 
answer lies in a curious synergy between media 
monopolies, greedy businessmen, and quasi- 
socialist policies implemented by the NFLs 
commissioner-king, Pete Rozelle. 

Brace yourself, football fans: The NFLs 
ascendancy over the sporting landscape has 
more to do with television and corporate 
power-brokering (in 1961 CBS secured an 
antitrust exemption from the Kennedy adminis- 
tration for exclusive rights 
to all NFL games) than 
its inherent superiority as 
a sport. To argue that 
football looks better on 
TV, says MacCambridge, 
"is to argue apples are 
better than oranges." 
Equally spurious, 
MacCambrige claims, is 
the idea that football 
"appeals to some deep- 
seeded bloodlust of the 
American sports fan." 

MacCambridge's provocative history of the 
NFL focuses more on legendary owners, coach- 
es, and commissioners than on well-known 
players. To understand the NFL, MacCambridge 
suggests, one must understand men like 
Cleveland coach Paul Brown, the namesake of 
the Cleveland Browns. Brown jettisoned 
pathos-ridden cliches about "heart," "leader- 
ship," and "character" for a scientific approach 
to the game and his players, whom he submit- 
ted to a weekly "flaw report." 

"We're taking the guesswork out of football," 
Brown once said. "We're making a science out 
of what is called a game." 

Put that in your pipe and smoke it, Jacques 
Barzun. - Russell Cobb

I often find myself cooking in other peo- 
ple's kitchens, and I learned long ago to 
always bhng along my own knife. Why? 
Because the condition of most knives in 
most kitchens is abysmal. And trying to 
cut anything with a dull knife is tedious, 
hard work yielding unsatisfactory results, 
not to mention the fact that you're much 



more likely to cut yourself with a dull blade 
rather than a sharp one. 

Keeping knives in peak condition is a 
skill that few people cultivate anymore, 
although a sharp, serviceable knife 
undoubtedly is the most valuable and use- 
ful tool in anyone's batterie de cuisine. 
Fortunately, there are people who special- 
ize in keeping knives sharp, so how about 
saving your loved ones' fingers with the gift 
of sharpened knives for a holiday present?

My choice of a service to provide for 
friends (or yourself for that matter) is one 
that will keep on giving for years to come, 
and will greatly benefit your culinary prowess. 
There are several nurseries and landscape 
companies that can come to the house, 
take some measurements, consult with 




the occupants about what and how they 
cook, figure out how bad the deer her- 
bivory problem might be (although deer 
hate herbs), and install an herb garden, a 
kitchen garden, or an edible landscape. 

For a kitchen garden or an herb garden, 
it will get used more often if it's located 
close to the cooking area, so it's easy to 
harvest while being close to the stove. For 
herbs and vegetables in general, you want 
an area that gets full sun and has good 
drainage. Surprisingly, there is a huge range 
of herbs and veggies that can be grown in 
Austin, and our mild winters enable a lush 
crop year-round, even for annual plants. 
You just need to determine what you'd 
actually use if it were installed. 

Edible landscapes involve the use of 
plants with decorative value that also pro- 
vide kitchen use: fruit trees, large- to 
medium-scale herbs (bay laurel, Mexican 
oregano, rosemary, annuals, etc.). It's 
surprising how decorative a row of the 
multicolored "Northern Lights" Chard 
looks in the landscape, and being able to 
go out and harvest leaves at will is frost- 
ing on the cake. 

Figuhng out how much you want to 
spend is the first big step, and it can 
range anywhere from a large planted pot 
all the way up to a big installation. Next is 
detennining the possibilities of what's 
desired versus the limitations of the site.

KIRBYWARNOCK'S 'BORDER BANDITS' RAIDS THE ALAMO 
WITH THE UGLY TRUTH OF 1915 TEXAS BY MARC SAVLOV 



It was a bad year to be Hispanic in Texas' Rio Grande 

Valley: In 1915, a series of escalating border-area skir- 
mishes between the Texas Rangers and Mexican cattle 
and horse rustlers, revolutionaries, and innocents led to 
the deaths of an estimated 5,000 Latinos, many of whom 
were i<illed outright with zero provocation and even less 
justification, their bodies left to rot in the open as a warn- 
ing to others. 

Kirby Warnock's documentary "Border Bandits" exam- 
ines this thoroughly whitewashed era in Texas history 

through the eyes and voice of his late grandfather Roland 
Warnock, who witnessed the murder of two unarmed 
Hispanic men, 68-year-old Jesus Bazan and Antonio 
Longoha, by a group of Texas Rangers on Sept. 30, 1915. 
The men were shot in the back and left where they fell. 
Warnock's grandfather later buried the men and recounted 
the grim tale to his grandson some 60 years later as part 
of Baylor University's oral history program. 
"Anglo audiences are primarily just slack-jawed when 



they see the film," Warnock says. "They say, 'I grew up in 
Texas and I never heard this.' Then, when I show it to 
Hispanic audiences, they're pretty upset about it. People 
will stand up in the audience and say, 'My uncle was killed 
by the Rangers' or 'My grandfather was killed by the 
Rangers,' or they'll just be so outraged they're practically 
shaking. They get really angry about [it, but] they're glad 
the story's finally being told." 

"Border Bandits," which illuminates a particularly 
heinous period in Texas history, is hardly anti-Ranger ("I've 
had several police officers tell me they didn't find one 
thing objectionable about the film," notes Warnock), but is 
instead an invaluable record of a hystehcal, racist, and 
ultimately bloodthirsty version of the American West few 
willingly recall, replete with itchy trigger fingers, political 
corruption, and wasted lives. 

"I'm not a crusading liberal," Warnock emphasizes. "I 
like guns, drive a Suburban, and drink beer. I came to this 
story the same way that most white redneck Texans would.

ALL ABOUT THE OTHERS 

THE AUSTIN FILM SOCIETY'S 
gpcincc AinnnnQVAR 



The difficulty most foreign films face 
in getting an American theatrical release 
means that those few films that do 
make it to American screens end up 
defining all we know of a nation's cine- 
ma. Spanish cinema has particularly 
been a victim of this effect, boasting 
some of the world's most creative and 
stylistically diverse filmmakers - from 
the great master Carlos Saura to the 
vigorous pop-meister Alex de la Iglesia - 
all of whom, in this country, have con- 
tinually been forced to stand in the 
shadow of their more outrageously visi- 
ble contemporary, Pedro Almodovar. 
With the aim of giving his peers some 
more exposure - and, perhaps, as a 
kind of counter-programming to 
Almodovar's much-hyped new offering 
Bad Education - the Austin Film Society 
will be presenting the pointedly titled 
Besides Almodovar: Other Spanish 
Directors on Tuesdays from Dec. 7-21 
at the Alamo Drafthouse Downtown. 

The three films in this retrospective all 
seem selected to present a strong aes- 
thetic contrast to the campy excesses of 
Spain's self-styled "bad boy," but none 
do so as starkly as Solas, the debut of 
director Benito Zambrano (screening 
Tuesday, Dec. 21, at 7pm). This under- 
stated, deliberately paced drama came 
out in 1999, the same year that 
Almodovar's All About My Mother won 
an Academy Award for best foreign lan- 
guage film. And, like Almodovar's break- 
out success, Solas centers on the dedi- 
cation of a mother, in this case played 
by Maria Galiana. Staying in the ratty 
apartment of her embittered, alcoholic, 
and secretly pregnant daughter while 
her tyrannical husband convalesces in 
the hospital, Galiana's character offers 
only nurtuhng love in the face of her 



family's helplessness and abuse, and 
ends up slowly transforming everything 
around her. Galiana takes a character 
given no speeches, very few lines, and 
no real opportunity to emote and builds 
it into a representation of motherhood 
that is both human-sized and iconic. 
Likewise, Solas starts with a storyline 
verging on Almodovahan melodrama 
and, by never losing sight of the emo- 
tions of its characters and the gritty 
realities of their surroundings, culmi- 
nates in a surprising dramatic twist that 
feels genuine and earned. 

Before the ascent of Almodovar, 
Spain's leading cinematic export of the 
post-Franco pehod was Carlos Saura. 
Saura began his career in the late 1950s 
and is most widely known for his "fia- 
menco trilogy," made with choreogra- 
pher Antonio Gades. His 1999 film, 
Goya in Bordeaux (screening Dec. 14, 
at 7pm), recalls Saura's dance-based 
works in its overtly theatrical sets and 
blocking; as the dying painter wanders 
through tormented memories of his life 
and work, walls melt into gauzy, trans- 
parent scrims, and shifting emotions are 
represented by dramatic lighting changes. 
Very few films are as successfully 
"painterly" as Goya in Bordeaux; Storaro 
and Saura even faithfully re-create, for 
the screen, many of Goya's most famous 
works, and their elderly Goya, the veteran 
actor Francisco Rabal, looks so craggy 
and ravaged he might have staggered 
out of one of the master's bleak self-por- 
traits. Goya in Bordeaux is a passionate, 
messy, almost sloppy film - containing 
moments of intense power (the film's 
unforgettable opening shot is worth the 
price of admission) alongside a few 
moments that fail uncomfortably - but it 
remains dizzyingly ambitious throughout. 



Even more ambitious than Goya in 
Bordeaux is Lovers of the Arctic Circle 
(screening Dec. 7, 7pm). Basque direc- 
tor Julio Modem is one of the most 
adventurous filmmakers working today, 
ably mixing poppy accessibility with for- 
mal complexity. Modem's intoxicating 
Lovers of the Arctic Circle bends a 
swooningly romantic love story around a 
daunting formal conceit. The film's nar- 
rative mimics a palindrome; circling 
around its two lovers, Otto and Ana, it 
ends the same way it begins, cramming 
every scene in between with rhymes, 
coincidences, echoes, and alternate 
realities. The resulting art-drunk 
teenage love fantasia anticipates the 
formal trickery of films like Memento 
and Irreversible and deserves the kind 
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of adoring audience that has made cult 
heroes out of American directors like 
Richard E. Kelly and Paul Thomas 
Anderson. Instead, like his contempo- 
raries. Modem has struggled to find his 
broader audience in the American market- 
place, which seems only able to support 
enough attention for one Spanish film- 
maker at a time. - Will Robinson Sheif

Banking on the power of 
the exploding DVD market 
and an unexpected Emmy 
win its first time out, the 
entire first season of this 
critically acclaimed comedy 
series appears on this 
three-disc DVD set, ready 
for uninterrupted viewing. 
Because the series was 
often pre-empted or moved 
around the Fox schedule, 
it's amazing the series gath- 
ered a fan base at all. 
Fortunately, the die-hards 
kept with the sublime series 
about a spoiled, affluent 
family in deep financial trou- 
ble. Compared to its con- 




temporaries in network tele- 
vision's mediocre sitcom 
landscape, the writing is 
bright, refreshing, and edgy. 
The brilliant cast, led by 
Jason Bateman, captures 
each clueless, narcissistic 



member of the affluent 
Bluth clan with deadpan, 
sidesplitting seriousness. It's 
not a stretch to say Arrested 
Development is one of the 
finest ensemble casts in a 
network comedy since 
Seinfeld. Extras include an 
extended pilot, audio com- 
mentaries on three 
episodes, and executive pro- 
ducer (and show narrator) 
Ron Howard's insider view of 
the series. Snippets from a 
TV Land awards show (with 
series creator Mitchell 
Hurwitz humbly accepting 
the Future Classic Award) 
and a Museum of Television 
& Radio panel discussion 
about the series reveal how 
rare a treasure Arrested 
Development really is.

FANNY & ALEXANDER 

Criterion, $59.95 

Fanny & Alexander is Ingmar Bergman's final 
big-screen work; it's also the director's most 
autobiographical, his most richly imagined, 
and, at times, his most uncharacteristically 
exuberant. An ensemble piece incorporating 
almost every actor Bergman had worked with 
over the course of 



his career, Fanny & 
Alexander leads the 
viewer slowly along 
through one single 
decisive year in the 
life of the fictional 
Ekdahl family. 
Bergman's theatri- 
cal cut of the film 
ran 188 minutes, 
but he preceded it 
by an even more 
sprawling 312- 
minute television 

version; the latter has never before been com- 
mercially available in America, and the Criterion 
Collection has just released both editions as 
part of a definitive five-disc DVD box set. This 
director-approved package also incorporates 
two documentaries. Including one that 
Bergman created simultaneously with the film 
(offering a rare glimpse of a smiling, friendly 
director gently orchestrating some of its most 
graceful shots), along with hours of interview 
and commentary, costume sketches, theatrical 
trailers, and assorted vintage effluvia. The real 
treat here is that five-hour original version, 
though, which rewards those patient enough to 
spend time among its lavish interiors and lin- 
gering close-ups with even more fully realized 
characters, even more of Sven Nykvist's 
Academy Award-winning cinematography, even 
more time spent in the crimson-draped warmth 
of Christmas Eve at the Ekdahl household, and 
- left like little Christmas presents for devoted 
cinephiles - a small handful of some of the 
director's most surprisingly indelible scenes.

All puns aside, Austinite Elise Ballard's 
dachumentary showcases the Wiener Dog 
Races held annually in nearby Buda, Texas. The 




25-minute DVD will 
be a hit with all 
dachshund lovers on 
your gift list or, real- 
ly, any fan of 
uniquely fun and silly 
interactions between 
pet owners and their 
charges. Seven 
dachshunds at a 
time are let loose 
from the handmade 
starting gate and are 
urged by their 
coach/owners (who 

use toys, noisemakers, fried chicken, or what- 
ever works) to run quickly in a straight line 
toward the finish. Many dogs just run in circles 
or toward the bystanders, but there is some- 
thing distinctly entertaining about seeing these 
crop-legged runners all racing for the glory. The 
film interviews several of the part:icipants: One 
woman hits it on the head when she describes 
dachshunds as the least Olympic-seeming of 
all dogs, an observation that goes a long way 
toward explaining the curious charm of these 
competitive runners. With music by Austin 
musician Danny Levin, the film also highlights 
the wiener dog costume contest and Buda res- 
idents recounting the history of the small-town 
event that now brings in contenders from 
around the country. The race is a fundraiser for 
the local Lions Club, and a portion of the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the DVD will benefit the 
club's charity work.

White (Rose). 
Blanche's sex life, 
Rose's loopiness, and 
Dorothy's inability to 
find a man are the 
reliable subjects of 
the show's signature 
zingers. In retrospect, 
it's clear that were it 
not for series creator 
Susan Harris' (Soap, 

Empty Nest) Dorothy Parker-esque wit, the 
series would have died. It's the one-liners, 
retorts, and asides that survive. The episodes 
themselves are largely unmemorable. Speaking 
of unmemorable, a commentary by Joan and 
Melissa Rivers on the series' wardrobe is the 
only extra. Not hearing from the cast is unfor- 
tunate. What do they make of the Sex and the 
City comparison? And just what does Sophia 
carry in that giant purse of hers?

WAR 



Morris' extraordinary 
documentary about 
the former defense 
secretary's pivotal role 
in Worid War II, 
Vietnam, and the Cold 
War. Morris humanizes 
the Rumsfeld-esque 
McNamara, cutting 
between interviews 
with the rueful, liver- 
spotted 85-year-old of 
the film and archival 
footage of the slick, silver-tongued politico of 
the Cold War. The Fog of War loops around 
important historical moments - Worid War II, 
the Cuban missile crisis, the Kennedy assassi- 
nation - but ultimately focuses on Vietnam, a 
war that Morris claims McNamara has been 
too harshly blamed for. This is Morris' major 
intervention: While the historical consensus has 
tended to portray LBJ as vacillating and 
McNamara as hawkish on Vietnam, Morris 
uncovers archival footage that clearly demon- 
strates the opposite was true. Still, Morris' film 
is never dissertationish; McNamara comes off 
like a typical Morris subject: bizarre, yet some- 
how redeemable. Occasionally, Morris interjects 
his comments on McNamara's "lessons" to 
interrogate the old man. Pressed to explain his 
government's support for an escalation in 
bombing while admitting that no one in the 
Johnson Administration truly understood the 
Vietnamese, McNamara says that in the fog of 
war, "we see what we want to believe." It's an 
apt lesson that McNamara could well impart to 
his political progeny. - Russell Cobb

CHRONICLES: VOLUME ONE 

by Bob Dylan 

Simon & Schuster, 293 pp., $24 

STUDIO A: THE BOB DYLAN READER 

edited by Benjamin Hedin 
Norton, 336 pp., $24.95 

You'll find Sam Shepard's 1987 one-act "A Short Life of Trouble" near 
the middle of Studio A: The Bob Dylan Reader, which, of the 30 or so 
such collections published over the past three decades, is the most var- 
ied and valuable. It's also the most potent, so much so that one almost 
overlooks the play amid the other 45 reprinted or previously unpub- 
lished contributions from the likes of Greil Marcus, Hendrik Hertzberg, 
Camilla Paglia, Johnny Cash (the winking amicus brief to Broadside), 
Lester Bangs, Clive James, Joyce Carol Gates, Jonathan Lethem, Anne 
Waldman (the startling 1976 poem "Shaman Hisses You Slide Back Into 
the Night"), Barry Hannah, and Dylan himself. 

But don't overlook Shepard's two-guys-talking-at-a-table, a blurred 
scene on Dylan's Malibu patio. The playwright is there as interviewer for 
Esquire. Dylan is relatively unguarded. Dylan is funny. Dylan strums a 
guitar. Cars crash on what's likely Highway 1, but he doesn't notice. 
They talk about James Dean, polka, Duluth, angels, dreams. Woody 
Guthrie, testicular cancer, Hank Williams, women, Bob Marley, the 
motorcycle accident. Mysteriously, when Shepard replays the interview 
tape during a break, nothing but Jimmy Yancey piano music comes out. 

I hadn't read "A Short Life of Trouble," and by the time I had, it was 
about an hour after having finished Dylan's Chron/c/es, a book that in 
recent months has been discussed to an extent approaching Philip 
Roth's or Tatum O'Neal's, depending on the discussion. Excluding the 
motorcycle accident - which, and I think I speak for all of us here, war- 
rants more than a sentence (or, damn you, Dylan, maybe not?) - 
Shepard's one-act reminds me a whole lot of reading Dylan's autobiog- 
raphy. At times, in fact, I thought I was. 

In Clironicles - as much an epic historical prose poem as it is a 
mind-blowing, elliptical, picaresque memoir - Dylan is relatively unguard- 
ed. Dylan is funny. Dylan Is street. Dylan is substantive. With an eye 
occasionally cataractous but most often clear, he describes friends and 
enemies, encounters and environments, insecurities and epiphanies. 
Len Chandler. Greenwich Village. Camilla Adams' party for a dying Cisco 
Houston. Jon Pankake. Harry Belafonte. Meeting the Duke on the set of 
In Harm's Way. Small-town Minnesota reflections. The bizarre midlife cri- 
sis that was recording Oh Mercy in New Orleans. Relearning the guitar 
based on an early Lonnie Johnson lesson. And his first love, Suze 
Rotolo, taking him to see a production of Brecht and Weill songs she was 
working on. Along with Guthrie and Robert Johnson, "Pirate Jenny" would 
make for nothing less than the origin of his own creation - the spark for 
his big bang - and he explains how. 

So, as one might expect from a memoir, Dylan reveals more than a 
few things we would never find out elsewhere, which is notable mainly 
because he's Dylan, and has nurtured his own mystique - his privacy, 
really - like a bonsai. Beyond that, your own appreciation for his art will 
in turn affect how much you might appreciate his backstory. Still, like 
his best work, it possesses an undeniable universal pull. The guy, you 
might've heard, can tell a story, and he can tie it to, like, big things. 




STUDIO A 
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Dylan gets to NYC in 1961. He crashes on couches. This you found 
out. He remembers waking up after scavenged gigs, warm on the couch 
of Ray Gooch and Chloe Kiel during a blizzard - for weeks. This you 
maybe found out. This you did not find out: Kiel was a Southern belle 
with black nail polish who believed "Dracula ruled the worid" and was 
"the son of Gutenberg." Gooch had guns, opium, and "blood in his eyes, 
the face of a man who could do no wrong." They had books. "The 
books were something. They were really something." 

Dylan addresses Thaddeus Stevens' and Teddy Roosevelt's affect on 
his work. Dylan connects Prussian military mind Clausewitz and once 
wanting to attend West Point to wrestler Gorgeous George's maybe 
mouthing "You're making it come alive" when the singer was a 
teenager playing for free in the lobby of the National Guard Armory in 
Duluth. Back to Clausewitz and, finally, to the claim that "politics has 
taken the place of morality." Dylan writes things like "Dostoyevsky was 
accused of writing socialist propaganda. He was eventually pardoned 
and wrote stories to ward off his creditors. Just like in the early 
Seventies I wrote albums to ward off mine." Dylan notes at one point 
that "Balzac is hilarious." 

None of this you found out. If you somehow did - if you were even on 
the right track as to what might possibly make him tick - it was only 
from the songs. 

The songs are the Jimmy Yancey piano lines. They're all that matters. 
They're the tell-all, the big story. They're all that's coming out. Chronicles 
- along with the works of Shepard and 44 others in Studio A - \s just 
good conversation, a bit of context. There are gaps, big ones (1964-66, 
anyone?), and typical fits of strategic reticence (relatively unguarded). 
So, then why did Dylan write it, and why has he promised more amid 
150 tour dates a year? And, more to the point, why should we care? 

Because, in my mind at least, after the interviewer in "A Short Life of 
Trouble" left for the evening, after the host pretended not to notice the 
car crashes, he could put down his guitar, go out his side door, walk 
down the road a ways, and examine the wreckage. He saw escapes, but 
he also saw a lot of pain. He saw a chase and a flip, a fireball going 
over a cliff. Maybe a motorcycle without a rider, or a rider without a 
motorcycle. A limo driver arguing over Insurance with a cop. Shapes in 
the smoke that he was able to identily as he got closer - he rescued 
some and abandoned others. 

And then he went back home and thought about it for a while. 
Laughed, cried, looked out the window, just like anyone else. Maybe 
he thought of "My Life in a Stolen Moment," the mythmaking prose- 
poem printed in the program of his April 12, 1963, Town Hall concert, 
which opens Studio A. "Somewheres back I took the time to start playin' 
the guitar," it reads. "Somewheres back I took time to start singin'. 
Somewheres back I took the time to start writin'. But I never did take 
the time to find out why." - Shawn Badgley 



SCAR TISSUE 

by Anthony Kiedis, with Larry Sloman 
Hyperion, 465 pp., $24.95 

Four hundred sixty-five pages in which the 
words "cocaine," "heroin," and "syringe" are shot 
through more than most prepositions. Chapter 
after lurid chapter of sex with lone Sky (a picture 
even), possibly Sinead O'Connor, and prerequi- 
site punk rock sodomy in a stairwell. Broken 
backs, eye sockets, and skulls. Borneo leaches. 
Even "rock out": militant production by Gang of 
Four's Andy Gill on debut Red Hot Chili Peppers 
(1984), George Clinton landing for LP No. 3 
(Freaky Styley), and who could forget Dave 
Navarro, giant schlong? The Dalai Lama recruit- 
ing Kiedis' band for a benefit. Godfather styley 
("If Adam Yauch 
ever calls you to 
play another festi- 
val for us, please 
make yourself 
available"). All 
that, and it's three 
words on the 
inside dust cover 
resonating the 
longest and loud- 
est: "against all 
odds." As in, "Over 
20 years later, the 
Red Hot Chili 
Peppers - against 
all odds - have 
become one of the most successful bands in the 
worid." (Emphasis mine.) No shit. Who in their 
whacked-out minds would've believed that three 
miscreants from Fairfax High in LA., Kiedis, one 
Michael Balzary (Flea), and future heroin casualty 
Hillel Slovak, could translate their freaky funk 
rock into global domination. Not this Lithuanian 
descendant from Grand Rapids, Mich., who was 
a club kid seeing Neil Young and the Eagles in 
the first grade with his dealer dad, Blackie. Not 
the child actor in Sylvester Stallone's "RI.S.T." 
who snorted his first line of heroin in the eighth 
grade. Certainly not the injured motorcyclist who 
winds up in emergency surgery. "I turned to the 
nurse and said, 'Unfortunately, over a lifetime of 
misbehavior, I've attained a rather enormous 
resistance to the opiate family of drugs. You're 
probably going to have to go ahead and double 
that dose right away. ...'" Morphine times seven 
doses, it ends up. As Kiedis' introduction reveals, 
his immediate (opiate) family also bequeathed

If Bill Graham hadn't actually existed, 
Hollywood would've had to invent him. The man 
most responsible for turning concert promotion 
into a multimillion- ^annnmns

dollar industry, he 
towered over his 

profession - which 
he stumbled into by 
accident after stag- 
ing a benefit for a 
friend who got 
arrested - like the 
Marvel Comics 
character Galactus. 
A concentration 
camp survivor 
before he was out 
of short pants, 
Graham was brash, 

outspoken, and focused like a hawk on the bot- 
tom line. "Which was a cross he had to bear for 
many years," says late Merry Pranksters founder 
Ken Kesey, referring to Graham's insistence on 
no comps at the Pranksters' early Acid Tests. 
"Until finally he crawled up on it and decided to 
rule from there." Originally published in 1992 
after Graham's October 1991 death in a helicop- 
ter crash, Bill Graham Presents is a fascinating, 
if sometimes daunting, oral history. Graham's 
frank, often indignant voice dominates the narra- 
tive, as a chorus of friends, relatives, associates, 
employees, and superstars like Eric Clapton, 
Pete Townshend, Keith Richards, and Carlos 
Santana lend their impressions. No detail - his 
trips to New York's F^lladium as a college stu- 
dent, where he acquired his lifelong love of Latin 
music; mediating between the Police and U2 
over who would headline 1986's Conspiracy of 
Hope tour - is too minute for Graham to include. 
Gather enough of them (545 pages, to be 
exact), and you've got his epic life. He wasn't 
just an observer at the milestones of rock history 
- Monterey Pop, Altamont, the Last Waltz, the 
Stones' 1981 tour - or even just the guy who 
signed the checks. He was the major reason 
they happened at all. 6/7/ Graham Presents 
would indeed make a great movie, but it would 
need a director with as much chutzpah, ego, and 
sheer balls as Graham himself Maybe Oliver 
Stone is available. - Christopher Gray 

FELL IN LOVE WITH A BAND: THE 
STORY OF THE WHITE STRIPES

Remember Dan 
Rather's weird, funny 
metaphors on elec- 
tion night? Imagine 
trying to read an 
entire book com- 
posed of such witti- 
cisms, but not nearly 
as quaint as "hotter 
than a Times Square 
Rolex" or "walking 
through a furnace in 
a gasoline suit." 

Instead, Detroit music writer Chris Handyside 
devotes his 200-plus pages on the White Stripes 
to weirdicisms like "Jack and Meg have designed 
their [metaphorical] room to include all sorts of 
false-bottomed drawers, trick bookcases, and 
secret cubbies." True, Handyside has an encyclo- 




pedic knowledge of Detroit rock history, trotting 
out every member of that history to populate his 
pages with random, marginally germane quotes, 
but his prose smacks of a college writer majoring 
in fawning hyperbole. The result is a dry treat- 
ment of a mildly engaging story, although the 
writer and publishers would like the public to 
believe that the White Stripes are the first band 
ever to catch on in a hurry. The biographical for- 
mula is solidly in place here, from the birth of 
Jack Gillis and his marriage to Megan White, to 
their construction of the fanciful tale of two red- 
and-white-clad siblings discovering instruments 
in their attic and creating an infectious amalgam 
of Delta blues. Tin Pan Alley, and punk rock. 
Despite his zeal for the actors in the story, 
Handyside fails to capture the exhilaration one 
feels when the lights go down onstage and 
Meg's tom-and-snare beat echoes into the audi- 
torium. Absent is the thrilling mixture of fear and 
elation when all the house lights go out and Jack 
screams "Jolene" into the darkness. The White 
Stripes deserve better, and their fans deserve 
something better to drop $13 on between albums.

ELLIOTT SMITH AND THE BIG 
NOTHING 

by Benjamin Nugent

"This is the story of an artist who just wanted 
to do what he did and stay alive, and there's 
nothing simple about that," begins music writer 
Benjamin Nugent in his ode to fallen songwriter 
Elliott Smith. But 
this is not an ador- 
ing epitaph. Neither 
is Big Nothing the 
full story. The 
majority of the 
book comprises 
interviews with 
friend Marc 
Swanson, sculptor 
E.V. Day, and publi- 
cist Dorien Garry, 
among a handful of 
others, while 
Heatmiser cohort 
Neil Gust, ex-giri- 
friend Joanna 
Bolme, and Quasi members Janet Weiss and 
Sam Coomes are notably absent. Othenfl/ise, 
Nugent allows Smith's friends to tell his story, 
adding minimal commentary. It's the tale of a 
misunderstood funnyman who didn't begin the 
much-publicized decline into chemical depend- 
ency until late In his short life. From his uneasy 
Texas adolescence to his Portland, Ore., home- 
coming and on to New York and L.A., Nugent 
pulls Smith's story through his recorded output, 
culminating in his last few years of addiction, 
confusion, and redemption. David McConnell, 
owner of Basement on a Hill (aka Satellite Park 
studio in Malibu), witnessed a musician only 
concerned with making music but almost unable 
to do so. Smith had been broken by a combina- 
tion of the music industry, self-deprecation, and 
a need to placate everyone, including his rabid 
fans. Those surrounding Smith late in his life say 
he had turned away from crack and heroin and 
toward the future. That man and the 34-year-old 
on the floor of an LA. apartment with two fatal 
stab wounds to the chest couldn't possibly be 
the same. Nugent makes no attempt at solving 
Smith's mysterious death, but Big Nothing does 
open a window of insight into our reluctant hero.

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ART OF MODERN ROCK: 
THE POSTER EXPLOSION 

by Paul Grushkin and Dennis King 
Chronicle Books, 492 pp., $60 

Line one, chapter one: "Fueled by a curi- 
ous mix of psychedelic and punk rock, the 
roots of the silkscreen movement were laid 
down in Austin, Texas, in the Eighties." 
Ground zero was River City studio space 
shared by local old-, medium-, and new- 
guard poster artists Micael Priest, Danny 
Garrett, Guy Juke, and Postererectous Man of 
the Modern Era, Frank Kozik. "I Am the King 
of Sleep," Kozik's first silkscreen - electric 
chair Tex Avery - when crossbred with an LA. 
art gallery, "quietly marked the beginning of a 
revolution that would expand outward from 
Austin like shock waves from a seismic 
event." Seismic being the operative word for 
Art of Modem Rock: The Poster Explosion, the 
long-awaited follow-up to Paul Gruskin's 
momentous coffeetable crusher, 1987's TTie 
Art of Rock. What rock posters of late-Eighties 
post-punk and last decade's alternative rock 
explosion lack in sheer imagination - subbing 
pop culture imagery for the psychedelic 
baroque of first wave Sixties pioneers - is 
rendered moot by their roaring whirlpool of 
21st-century life. In fact, the only thing miss- 
ing from Art of Modern Rock: The Poster 
Explosion is a shot of Thorazine to come 
down after 492, 11-by- 13-inch full-color 
supernovas. Kozik, Lindsey Kuhn, Lee Bolton, 
Jason Austin, Lyman Hardy, and Nels 
Jacobson, aka Jagmo, all current or one-time 
Austinites, help illustrate the first pages of 
Poster Explosion , hawking gigs like KGSR's 
anniversary show, Emo's recent Turbonegro 
poster-off, and an I Love You but I've Chosen 
Darkness pledge. Coop's demonic Crumb-ling, 
John Seabury's psychotic pineapple, Derek 
Hess' industrial stone lithos - it's practically a 




one-stop SXSW Flatstock. And that's only the 
first chapter. Four-page spreads by Kuhn, 
Austin's Factor 27, and even a snapshot of 
Red River rambler Billy Bishop nestle among 
the Macficisms of Ward Sutton, Dan Blakeslee 
& John Howard's Dick Tracy line art, and 
David Witt & Tom Bagley's noir. Guy BunA/ell's 
Thee Michelle Gun Elephant stand-ins would 
tickle any scarecrow. "The Devil Made Me Do 
It" chapter, with its two-page Sgt. Pepper 
exorcism (Chemical Brothers, Austin Music 
Hall), is offset by Tara McPherson's Tim 
Burton feminism in "Power Tools." Groupings 
of String Cheese, White Stripes, Donnas, 
Pearl Jam, and a large school of Phish are 
speared by propaganda for Ed Hall, Trail of 
Dead, and Joe Strummer. "New Realities" 
introduces the childlike androgyny of Leia Bell 
and Emek's skeletal dynamism, while "No 
Boundaries" is an all-too-brief flip through 
postage from Italy, Germany, Australia, 
Croatia, Mexico, and Japan. No flu here, but 
you'll still need that shot. - Raoul Hernandez 



THE KING & I: THE UNCENSORED 
TALE OF LUCIANO PAVAROTTI'S 
RISE TO FAME BY HIS 
MANAGER, FRIEND, AND 
SOMETIME ADVERSARY 
by Herbert Breslin and Anne Midgette 
Doubleday, 308 pp., $25.95 

"Whore." "Pimp." "People creamed in their 
pants." Folks skimming pages of The King & I 
might think they're reading about Lenny Bruce 
instead of Luciano Pavarotti. True to its ver- 
bose title, Pavarotti's former manager offers a 
brutally frank account of opera's biggest star. 
Beginning with his 1968 Met debut, Pavarotti 
has climbed the operatic ranks and beyond, 
including the renowned Three Tenors franchise. 
In his 70th year, Pavarotti recently announced 
his farewell tour, and Breslin is well-positioned 
to present a detailed yarn of the singer. With 
Opera Times and New York Times music 
writer Anne Midgette, Breslin imparts a loop- 
ing chronology of the singer's ascent, with 
background added sporadically. The narrative 
is peppered with anecdotes by relevant char- 
acters, yet given Pavarotti's spot in the vox 
pantheon. The King & I cries for more cameos. 
While celebrating Lucky Luciano's gifts, 
Breslin is equally critical of Pavarotti's budget- 
ing skills, self-assessment, diet, lyrical memo- 
ry, ad nauseam. Even the tired Italian trope is 
applied: short temper, overt emotionality, etc. 
Some critiques are probably valid, but for a 
manager who works with other fickle artists, 
Breslin comes across as sour, even stating "a 
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woman will change her mind 500 times." It's 
likely Pavarotti hasn't read the tome, yet he 
closes it: Throughout their 36-year relation- 
ship he and Breslin "were synchronized," 
Breslin being his "wife in the opera." 
Notwithstanding its appeal to opera mavens 
who subscribe to Us, The King & / is a bouncy 
read about a singer whose vocal cords were, 
according to famed conductor Herbert von 
Karajan, "kissed by God." - David Lynch

The Wilco Book is three 
parts indie pretension. Photographs of the band, 
writings by Tweedy et al., essays by Miller and 
Rick Moody, various paintings, and 12 unre- 
leased tracks from the session for A Ghost Is 
Born - the Book's certainly a cerebral amalgam 
of self-importance. But coffeetable gloss it isn't. 
It's organic fine print; "We try to avoid bhght 
light," reads one piece of microfont. Wilco is a 
group of gremlin rock & rollers: relentless yet 
frustrated, honest but private. Their lyricist is a 
frontman with migraines. The Wilco Book, with 
its scattered pictures and music, is just so, well 
... Wilco. Wilco is experimental flux. "Maimed by 
rock and roll," they maim it back - across media 
lines. Nevertheless, fans will buy this book for 
the music, and there are some gems here 
among the jam: the chamber-music grace-note 
give-and-take between the piano and guitar on 
"Diamond Claw"; and "Hummingbird (Soma)," a 
lo-fi, soft heartbeat alternative to the poppier 
version interrupting A Ghost Is Born. Although 
The Wilco Book is mostly steroid-fed liner notes 
and pretty geometry, you do learn about song- 
whting. You learn how Tweedy still can't listen to 
"At Least That's What You Said" without crying. 
Miller says once an artist is satisfied, he cannot 
create. Then he's left "to piss the time away 
enjoyably." People who write love songs can't be 
satisfied by definition. - Courtney Fitzgerald 

METALLICA: THIS MONSTER LIVES 

by Joe Berlinger, with Greg Milner 
St. Martin's Press, 310 pp., $24.95 

Title aside, 
Metallica: This 
Monster Lives 
never misleads 
the reader into 
thinking it's all 
about music. In 
fact, as readers 
learn, music 
was banned 
from author/ 
filmmaker Joe 
Berlinger's child- 
hood home. 
Meaning, read- 
ers looking for 
insight into 
Metallica will be 
disappointed, while those looking for the same 
on Joe Berlinger will be delighted. Metallica: This 
Monster Lives exists as yet another offspring in 
the family tree of media surrounding the heavy 
metal band's 2003 album St. Anger. There was 
the album, the tour, and Berlinger's documentary 
Some Kind of Monster with partner Bruce 
Sinofsky. This makes the 50% of the book dedi- 
cated to the movie, and thus the album, redun- 
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dant. Any anecdotes about making the film 
(about the making of the music) are shades of 
what viewers will already know. The fascinating 
stuff comes when Berlinger detours into chap- 
ters about his early successes and failures in 
the film world. Most compelling is Berlinger's 
account of how he went from award-winning 
documentary director to the critically reviled hor- 
ror helmer of Book of Shadows: Blair Witch 2. 
When This Monster dwells on Metallica, it's less 
about their dynamics or songwriting and more 
about how Berlinger captured it. Berlinger is 
often heavy-handed, especially when he draws 
parallels between his filmmaking career and 
Metallica's life in the music biz. "If you were to 
guess which creative partnership - Berlinger- 
Sinofsky or Metallica - was in the healthiest 
state, you'd have to go with the metal-heads," 
he writes. If you were to guess which aspect of 
Metallica - the documentary or the album - was 
given the real close-up here, you'd have to go 
with the cinephiles. - Matt Dentler 

ZAPPA: A BIOGRAPHY 

by Barry Miles 

Grove Press, 320 pp., $25 

With little in the way of original interviews or 
illuminating research, the best thing about Barry 
Miles' biography of Frank Zappa is that it's a 
mildly compelling literature review. Even casual 
fans will scoff at the notion of this being the 
definitive word on Zappa's prolific musical cata- 
log and tragicomic personal life. While the jacket 
blurb says Miles knew Zappa "personally," his 
writing never embodies a sense of acquaintance, 
let alone intimacy. 
The fulcrum of Miles' 
book is that Zappa 
was a man of trou- 
bling dichotomy, 
sabotaging ambi- 
tious compositions 
with poop talk, 
espousing civil liber- 
ties while snickering 
at gay sex, and stay- 
ing married while 
partaking of 
groupies. Miles 
trumpets such banal 
hypocrisies as juicy 

insights into Zappa's mindset. While the author 
provides some useful context through details of 
Zappa's ancestral roots in Sicily and his forma- 
tive stomping grounds in Southern California's 
Inland Empire, it's not enough to flesh out his 
character. Like a kangaroo court judge. Miles 
strings together third-hand anecdotes to create 
first-hand indictments. He states Zappa had no 
respect for his fans, but the majority of data 
Miles uses to confirm this only indicates that 
Zappa had no respect for what he perceived as 
idiocy in his audience or anyone else. Zappa's 
railings could just as easily be construed as 
more respectful than typical artist-fan relation- 
ships. No one would deny that Zappa often 
exhibited calculated, misanthropic tendencies, 
but Miles eagerly paints the musician as a cold 
monster with no capacity for empathy. If that had 
been the case, it seems likely that Miles 
would've garnered more original interviews from 
those spurned by Zappa in the decade since his 
death from prostate cancer. Some of Miles' bold 
assertions may well be true, but it's going to take 
more than a pile of press clips to appease the 
skepticism his approach engenders. - Greg Beets 
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BRITPOP!: COOL BRITANNIA AND 
THE SPECTACULAR DEMISE OF 
ENGLISH ROCK 

by John Harris 

Da Capo Press, 426 pp., $18.95 

In 1997, in the UK, as went Oasis, so went 
the nation. Incoming Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
the giddily boyish face of New Labour, sailed into 
No. 10 Downing Street on a tidal wave of infec- 
tious British rock & roll neither heard nor seen 
since the heyday of the Stones/Beatles. Two days 
later, he was enjoying a glass of champagne with 
Noel Gallagher. It didn't last, of course. By that 
point, the musical movement i<nown as Britpop 
had begun its slow sidle up alongside the great 
pop culture dole queue and Blair's pre-9/11 
game face was already slipping sideways. 
Nevertheless, it was the type of genuine fervor- 
and-lager-froth revolution that could never hap- 
pen here, which 
makes it all the 
more interesting. 
Brit-rock critic John 
Harris manages the 
Herculean task of 
mining the politics 
and music of the 
time for further 
meaning, mainly, 
that the whole 
Britpop-and-Blair era 
was a sublimated 
attempt to distance 
the UK from ever- 
encroaching 

Americanism. He comes up with an epic tragedy 
of near-Shakespearean proportions; Manchester- 
based Oasis may have been the biggest band in 
the world at one point, but that world didn't 
include, with the bhef exception of their funereal 
wedding favorite "Wonderwall," the U.S. No mat- 
ter. An ongoing rivalry with former allies/natural 
rivals Blur, peaking with Oasis' very rock & roll "I 
hope they all get AIDS" comment, kept things 
pleasantly insane. Most of all, Harris has cap- 
tured a stunningly bleak love story between a 
lost nation and a handful of lost musicians, both 
dysfunctional, but also able to resurrect, if only 
for a short while, the kind of British pride-of-rock 
& roll that steamrolled through the Sixties. And 
don't forget: If not for the rise and self-dissolu- 
tion of Britpop, we'd likely never have seen 
Radiohead crawl out from under the carcass.

"Ballad" is one of the least understood words 
in the English language. Over the course of sev- 
eral centuries its meaning has shifted from a way 
to preserve history - stories of war, the Bible, 
that which is now referred to as traditional folk 
music - to its current definition, related to 
almost any song presented in an acoustic style. 
The Rose & the Briar 
is an unconventional 
look at the American 
ballad through the 
eyes of 23 writers, 
critics, poets, musi- 
cians, and artists. 
Edited by Princeton 
history professor 
Saul Wilentz and 
music critic Emeritus 
Greil Marcus, it 
seeks to create 




something new by offering disparate voices the 
opportunity to interpret a tune of their choice, 
and, as one might expect, the choices are occa- 
sionally curious. The most amusing is R. Crumb, 
who illustrates "When You Go a Courtin'" in his 
own inimitable style, then manages to dismiss all 
music made after World War II in the reproduc- 
tion of two letters to Marcus that accompany the 
cartoon. Also of note are Joyce Carol Gates as 
the daughter of a fictitious singer who popular- 
izes "Little Maggie," Anna Domino's inhabitation 
of the soon-to-be-drowned "Omie Wise," Cecil 
Brown delving deep into the history behind 
"Frankie and Albert" (or "Frankie and Johnny"), 
Luc Sante glimpsing one 1902 night in New 
Orleans via "Buddy Bolden's Blues," and Paul 
Berman's riveting personal experience with 
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"Volver, Volver." In the present are contributions 
on songs from Dylan, Springsteen, Randy 
Newman, and Dolly Parton that knowledgeably 
tie them to the past. As a whole. Rose & Briar is 
a mostly engaging read that swings from highly 
entertaining to mildly annoying. A Sony/Legacy 
CD tie-in falls mostly into the former category.

QUEEN: THE LIFE AND MUSIC OF 
DINAH WASHINGTON 

by Nadine Cohodas 

Pantheon Books, 523 pp., $24.95 

Dinah Washington had a way with songs. That 
bittersweet, clarion voice, grounded in gospel, 
was ideally suited for blues, R&B, pop, and even 
rock & roll. Her 
instinctive interpre- 
tive skills were a 
natural for jazz and 
allowed her to turn 
ballads and pop 
pablum into gems 
of soulful expres- 
sion. The triumvi- 
rate of Billie, Ella, 
and Sarah may 
occupy the upper 
echelons of female 
jazz singers, but 
Dinah (as she was 
commonly referred 
to) was right there 

with them. The title "Queen of the Blues" came 
early in her career, but the more fitting "Queen 
of the Jukeboxes" reflected the fact that she was 
the most popular black female vocalist of the 
1950s. Queen is a painstakingly researched bio 
by Nadine Cohodas, who's also written about 
Chess Records. She's certainly thorough in trac- 
ing how Ruth Jones worked her way from being a 
child gospel singer in Chicago to the heights of 
pop stardom as Dinah Washington. Cohodas cat- 
alogs every gig in every city for every year, com- 
plete with more than 60 pages of exhaustive 
footnotes, extensive quotes from trade publica- 
tions like Billboard and Cash Box, and a com- 
plete discography. What's lacking amid the end- 
less facts is the human side of Washington. Her 
huge artistry aside, the singer had a flamboyant, 
obsessive personality and lived an extraordinarily 
colorful life replete with seven husbands, the last 
of whom was Austin-born football star Dick 
"Night Train" Lane. More first-person recollec- 
tions of her life and especially her career 
would've enlivened this book - not gossip, but 
rather more oral history from musicians, record 
executives, club owners, fans, and family to help 
fill the gaps between the facts. As it stands, 
there's more than enough evidence to see that 
Dinah Washington truly was "The Queen."

WEATHER BIRD: JAZZ AT THE 
DAWN OF ITS SECOND CENTURY 

by Gary Giddins 

Oxford University Press, 632 pp., $35 

There are reasons for Gary Giddins, long the 
chief jazz critic for the V/7/age Voice, being one of 
the most highly respected and well-known jazz 
critics in the country. He's an articulate, some- 
times witty writer, whose prose style may please 
readers more than what he has to say about 
music. He's got a better knowledge of the tech- 
nical side of music than most critics. He's inter- 
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ested in and writes about all eras of Jazz history 
and seems to enjoy the music of every jazz 
movement. Weather Bird collects columns and 

essays Giddins has 

written for the Voice 
and other publica- 
tions since 1990. 
Frequently they're 
reviews of recordings, 
concerts, and club 
appearances that he 
writes about reason- 
ably; at least he 
attempts to back up 
his views. There are a 
couple of areas where 
I have differences 
with him, however. ^^f^^gg^^nm^^^iygiig^ 

One regards his atti- 
tude toward retro jazzmen, such as Scott 
Hamilton, Warren Vache, and "The Young Lions," 
e.g., Wynton Marsalis (although he did blast 
Marsalis' Blood on the Fields), James Carter, 
and Mark Whitfield. Giddins doesn't seem to 
draw a distinction between the reactionaries and 
the originators of the styles they copy. There 
have been reactionary movements in many art 
forms, but when the copiers get more attention 
than the innovators I think it's time to make note 
of it. I'm also concerned about the overconfi- 
dence Giddins displays in his essay "How Come 
Jazz Isn't Dead?" He writes, "The notion that jazz 
is dead or could die in the foreseeable future is 
predicated on one of two ideas: It is a narrow 
musical style with fixed parameters or a passing 
fashion that has had its day. A century of devel- 
opments puts paid to both." Actually, many jazz 
enthusiasts have been rightly alarmed at plum- 
meting jazz sales (currently 2% of the market), 
lack of radio time, club closings, and a shrinking 
Job market. Avant garde classical and jazz styles 
are resembling each other more and more, and 
someday may unite, saving both. In any event, 
however, this is no time for complacence.

DJANGO: THE LIFE AND MUSIC 
OF A GYPSY LEGEND

Oxford University Press, 278 pp., $35 

In the jazz guitar pantheon, Eddie Lang, 
Django Reinhardt, and Charlie Christian form an 
unchallenged triumvirate of early innovators and 
standard setters. For almost 70 years since he 
burst into international popularity, Reinhardt has 
remained a favorite of jazz aficionados and gen- 
eral listeners alike. Yet until now, the only biogra-

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Although the blockbuster Dylan biography 
dominates the season's rock & roll books, 
there are dozens and dozens more of note, 
including another half-dozen titles here. The 
least notable is Bad Music: The Music We 
Love to Hate, edited by Christopher J. 
Washburne and Maiken Derno (Routledge, 
366 pp., $24.95, paper). This collection of 
essays is a remarkably dry approach to a 
topic rich with irony and humor. That Routledge 
is a primarily academic publisher is the clue 
that this pricey paperback isn't for the mass- 
es. Here's a quote from Joe Carducci in Deena 
Weinstein's "Rock Critics Need Bad Music": 
"Rock writers have ignored the reality of rock 
- the music - in an attempt to promote their 
sociopolitical hegemony over the intellectual 
life of the pop medium." Weinstein is 
addressing heavy metal, but Carducci's com- 
ment, while true, layers on the academic bab- 
ble that's dogged the pleasure of listening. 

Unless you're an aficionado of Eighties 
international pop artists, Gloria Trevi probably 
didn't cross your radar. Yet Girl Trouble: The 
True Saga of Superstar Gloria Trevi and 
the Secret Teenage Sex Cult That 
Stunned the World by Christopher 
McDougall (Rayo Books, 288 pp., $24.95) is 
as sordid as it is horrifying. The story of 
Trevi's manipulated rise to fame as a 
Mexican singing star in the late Eighties is as 
grim as the subject - she recruited teenage 
girls for her producer-lover and turned a blind 
eye to their rape, abuse, and kidnapping. 
McDougall's well-researched tale of Trevi's 
scandalous trials and prison time is alternate- 



ly lurid and repellent, but not a particularly 
satisfying read. 
As an antidote. The Rocklopedia Fake- 

bandica by T. Mike Childs (Thomas Dunne 
Books, 244 pp., $14.95) makes for great 
light reading. The book's billing as "the com- 
prehensive reference guide to fictional bands 
and singers from television and movies from 
the 1950s to today" says it all, as you'll find 
Spinal Tap, the Commitments, and the Part- 
ridge Family filed with Sweet Sue & the Syncho- 
pators, Phoebe Buffay, and Lili Von Shtupp. 
Fakebandica freely admits its limitation and 
incompleteness, thereby freeing itself from 
the tethers of trivia freaks looking to trip it up. 

Da Capo Best Music Writing 2004 by 
Paul Bresnick, the series editor, and Mickey 
Hart, a guest editor (Da Capo, 360 pp., 
$15.95), is an annual compendium of criti- 
cism on rock, hip-hop, jazz, pop, country, and 
more, though its annual boast of "the best" is 
always somewhat questionable. When it's 
good, it's very, very good (Michael Corcoran's 
excellent "Blind Willie Johnson"), but when 
it's bad, it's boring (Jessica Hopper's convo- 
luted "Emo"). Still, Chuck Klosterman's 
"6557 Miles to Nowhere" from Spin is a rivet- 
ing treatise of his Journey of rock & roll death 
sites. There's Nancy Spungen's bloody death 
at NYC's Chelsea Hotel, the Great White bar- 
becue in Rhode Island, the lonesome 
Mississippi swamp where Lynyrd Skynyrd's 
plane crashed, and the greenhouse site in 
Seattle where Kurt Cobain closed his eyes 
and sucked on the barrel of a shotgun. It's 
unsettlingly good. 

Cobain's bandmate Krist Novoselic tackles 
political apathy among youth with Of Grunge 
and Government: Let's Fix This Broken 
Democracy! (RDV/Akashic Books, 104 pp., 
$9.95, paper). The slim, earnest volume is 
half autobiography and half call to arms, writ- 
ten in Novoselic's intelligent, even tone. His 
social conscience and political commitment 
to everything from electoral reform to com- 
munity issues makes one thing clear: If 
Hollywood can spin stars into government 
positions, it's high time rock & roll began 
doing the same. Kinky Friedman for governor! 

Dixie Lullaby: A Story of Music, Race, 
and New Beginnings in a New South by 
Mark Kemp (Free Press, 296 pp., $26) is 
likewise part memoir, part rumination. Kemp, 
however, sees the rise of Southern rock as 
nonapologetic equalization for the generations 
that came after desegregation. That's not 
unusual; Lucinda Williams, REM, Steve Earle, 
and the Drive-by Truckers bhdge that gap in 
their music, but literature hasn't caught up 
with it until Dixie Lullaby. Moving past corn- 
pone accents and shotgun mentality, Kemp 
embraces the region's imperfections as well 
as its strength and instills an unapologetic 
sense of pride and accomplishment in those 
of us who made the Journey before and after 
he did. - Margaret Moser 



finally filled that void. Dregni is a storyteller, and 
this is both his strength and weakness. The tales 
and characters are rich, engaging, and some- 
times unbelievably funny: from the bitter 1895 
Parisian war between bagpipers and accordion- 
ists to "The Sublime Gregor and the Gregorians," 
lead by an Armenian Turk boxer turned dancer 
turned bandleader and impresario. Where Dregni 
falters is in his inability to resist novelistic, 
undocumentable details and occasional lapses 
into melodrama. While the book is thoroughly 



researched and heavily documented, this poetic 
license is both unnecessary and unwarranted. 
The text also begs for photographs, as well as an 
annotated list of recordings, and with a $35 
price tag, the reader has a right to expect both. 
Sadly, the only picture herein is an unfortunate 
drawing on the cover that depicts Reinhardt's 
famously crippled left hand looking perfectly 
healthy. The editors and their budgets likely 
share blame for these weaknesses, but despite 
its flaws, Django works. The reader comes away 
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with a deeper understanding and appreciation of 
tlie guitarist and his music. At only 278 pages, 
there's room for future volumes on Django Rein- 
hardt's life, but for now this is the book for any 
fan, and it's worth the time. If this is a gift, throw 
in a few more bucks, get the Delaunay book as 
well (which has both photos and a recording list), 
and your recipient will have a collection of the 
complete written works on the seminal guitarist 
Django Reinhardt. - Graham Reynolds 

HIP: THE HISTORY 

by John Leiand 

Ecco/HarperCollins, 405 pp., $26.95 

Standing strategically at the crossroads of 
America's multiracial divide, hip navigates floods 
of cultural mud as if dancing with style. Arriving 
in this "sweet land of liberty" by way of shackles 
and chains, the elusive concept of hip is traced 
by New York Times journalist John Leiand back to 
West Africa where in the Wolof language, hipi 
means "to open one's eyes." Always one step 
ahead of the pack, hip is driven by the sheer 
necessity to survive within an ever-changing 
amalgam of societal pressure. Typically at odds 
with the dominant and wholly square American 
Zeitgeist, Leiand paints his subject as a subter- 
ranean phenomenon. Whether that's 
Transcendentalists taking to the woods, the Lost 
Generation taking to Paris, or beatniks taking to 
"whoa baby c'mon," iconoclasm has always been 
the name of the game. Charlie Parker didn't just 
parrot jazz standards; he put wings on them 
suckers and sent them to the moon. Neither did 
cyber punks merely play Astero/cfs for days on 
end as they instead busied themselves with the 
task of transforming Neuromantic fiction into 
reality. While Hip: The History may read like a 
cursory overview to those already well-schooled 
on the connections between Clarksdale, Miss., 
and the South Bronx, N.Y; it quickly becomes 
amusing to witness Leiand juggle the impossibili- 
ty of coherently defining such an enigmatic 
abstraction. Whimsically dissecting a Bugs Bunny 
of historical flesh for any evidence of an underly- 
ing method to its madness, the book reveals the 
practice of signifying as the ideal manifestation 
of the American situation. Every trickster worth 
his salt, from Tom Sawyer to Eminem, utilizes the 
converging differences between us to his advan- 
tage. It's the melting pot in action, with hip act- 
ing as the firebrand that keeps Hell's Kitchen 
bubbling with foresight. - Robert Gabriel 
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LEAD STORY 

"Anal-wart researcher" (visual inspection 
being the only way to detect anal cancer from 
the human papillomavirus) heads Popular 
Science magazine's second annual November 
list of the worst jobs in science. However, 
"worm parasitologist" can be just as challeng- 
ing, especially for anyone studying the 
Dracunculus medinensis (which can settle in 
humans to a length of three feet and then 
must be removed carefully after its thousands 
of offspring burst through the skin). Other con-

(He did 
tell a friend after the election that he would 
appear at the board meeting on Dec. 9.) 
Among the little information known about 
him: His candidate registration included one 
page of (according to the Los Angeles 
Times) "densely typed text cut and pasted 
together, and filled with rambling prose," 
and several years ago, he hosted a 17- 
episode interview series on public-access TV 
while wearing dark glasses. 

SUSPiaONS CONFIRMED 

In November, four University of Memphis 
basketball players, who share an apartment on 
campus, reported a break-in, with items miss- 
ing (according to the police report obtained by 
WPTY-W) including $6,000 worth of shoes, 
$4,000 of custom-made shirts, $6,000 of 
trousers, and $40,000 of mink coats. 

MORE SCENES OFTHE SURREAL 

While demonstrations about Iraq usually 
either support the troops or criticize U.S.

In October, Los Alamos National Laboratory 
nuclear research officials evicted Roy M.

Moore had 
equipped his cave with a wood-burning stove, 
solar panels, a bed, a glass door, and satellite 
radio. And in Houston in October, police calling 
at the home of Ronnie Luhn, 37, regarding 
the theft of a newspaper vending box, arrested 
him after finding 181 of them crammed floor- 
to-ceiling in the one-bedroom house he 
shared with his wife and three children.

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The Big Texan Steak Ranch in Amarillo might be tlie most famous steak 
liouse in the world, or at least in Texas. During the last 40 years, the restau- 
rant has built an international reputation on giving away 72-oz. steaks. 

For those of you mathematically handicapped, 72 ounces translates into 
about 4V2 pounds of prime sirloin steak. That's a hunk of meat about the 
size of a big-city telephone book. Add to that the side dishes, and you've 
got a Texas-sized meal. 

"It's pretty amazing how many people have tried, but not many have 
succeeded," says Hody Porterfield, the guest relations manager for the 
restaurant. Part of Porterfield's job includes administering the 72-oz. 
steak challenge. 

According to the restaurant's records, about 30,000 diners have made 
the attempt, but only a few more than 5,000 have been up to the feat. 
Porterfield says that the shortest amount of time ever taken to finish off 
one of their steaks is 9V2 minutes. The oldest person to eat one was a 
69-year-old grandmother, and the youngest was an 11-year-old boy. 
Klondike Bill, a professional wrestler, is still famous for having eaten two 
of the steaks within an hour. "No one has died yet from trying," Porterfield 
says, "but more than a couple have left in a wheelbarrow." 

The Big Texan began in 1959, when R.J. Lee moved to Amarillo to serve 
meals at the airport. He opened the Texan on old Route 66 when he 
couldn't find a good steak house in town. Lee followed the traffic to the 
present location when 1-40 was opened in the early 1970s. 

Porterfield says the old restaurant was about a block from the feedlot. 
On payday the cowboys would come in saying, "I'm hungry enough to eat 
a whole cow." One Friday in 1963, Lee lined up a bunch of cowpokes for 
an eating contest. Each paid for a steak dinner, but the one who could eat 
the most got his money back. The winner ate 62 ounces of steak. Lee 
upped the ante by 10 ounces, and his world-famous promotion was born. 
At the time, the steak dinner cost $9.95. 

The rules for getting a free steak are relatively simple. You pay for the 
$54 sirloin steak in advance. If you finish it - plus a dinner salad, shrimp 
cocktail, baked potato, and a roll - in 60 minutes or less, you get your 
money back. "You don't have to eat the gristle or fat," he says, "but 
there's not much on these steaks." 

In addition to eating all of the food, the contestant can't stand or leave 
the table once the timer starts. If you get sick; you lose. "We like to see 




people eat it all. It's great advertising," Porterfield says. 

Aware of this gimmick, which the National Restaurant Association 
called the best promotion of 1983, the seasoned day-tripper might be 
skeptical of the rest of the menu. With its two-story motel painted to 
look like an Old West town, a gift shop full of souvenirs, and an arcade, 
the Big Texan is definitely a tourist attraction for cross-country 
motorists. But even if they were giving away steaks half the size, the 
restaurant couldn't have stayed in business for 44 years if the food 
weren't top-notch. 

"We're very serious about putting a good meal on the table," Porterfield 
says. The steak I tried was tender and juicy and cooked just the way I 
ordered it. If I hadn't been stuffed after finishing a 12-oz. steak, I would 
have ordered a second piece of the cheesecake for the road. 

The restaurant offers 14 different cuts of steak, plus hamburgers, sal- 
ads, barbecue, fried chicken, and an array of desserts. For the extra 
hearty, there are rattlesnake and mountain oysters to try. Porterfield says 
the restaurant cooks the equivalent of 40,000 cattle a year. 

The Big Texan Steak Ranch is at 7700 E. 1-40 on the eastern edge of 
Amarillo. The restaurant serves breakfast, lunch, and dinner 365 days a 
year from 7am to 10:30pm. The hotel next door includes a Texas-shaped 
swimming pool and horse boarding. The rooms rent for $40 to $65 a 
night.

Gallery 106, a space within Flatbed World 
Headquarters dedicated to showing contemporary 
Cuban art, is currently presenting black-and-white 
photography by Eduardo Murioz Ordoqui. In the 
artist's series, "Sabina's Letters," part of 
"Portable Worlds," he has composed Images in 
which video correspondence sent to him by his 
sister is projected onto everyday objects from the 
artist's U.S. environment. This is then manipulated 
by the use of multiple exposures. The effort to 
create a connection with a distant, beloved per- 
son through art results in a series of quiet, poetic 
images. For example, one untitled picture Is of a 
happy child held by an older man, presumably his 
father. This loving image Is projected onto the side 
of a stack of books, as if to suggest that their 



lives are recorded therein. A wistfulness and 
sense of distance is present throughout the 
show, and in some photographs, it seems as if 
the artist feels his Immediate surroundings are 
less real and vital than the images sent to him 
from afar. An untitled work features a video 
landscape turned upside down and projected 
onto a series of file folders. This piece contrasts 
the freedom of movement in a landscape with 
bureaucracy. The theme of writing and paper- 
work is continued in another work, in which 
blended and fragmented family images are pro- 
jected onto a partially open spiral notebook. It 
appears to be a visual pun on letter-writing In 
the form of video correspondence.

Closer 



D: Mike Nichols; witti Julia Roberts, Jude Law, Natalie Portman, Clive 
Owen. (R, 100 min.) 

War is hell, but it's nothing compared to what we do to others and 
ourselves in the name of love. That's the premise of Closer, a relent- 
lessly nasty film adapted from Patrick Marber's play that manages to 
win you over despite the fact that all four of its characters are clearly 
marked "damaged goods." Don't just return to sender - burn the box 
and shoot the mailman. Thanks to the immensely talented cast, 
Marber's excruciatingly accurate poison pen, and Nichols' assured 
directorial hand, however, the film sucks you in and sends you reeling. 
These four individuals are as base a lot of hopeless emotional black 
holes as any you'd be unlucky enough to encounter, but the real sting 
comes when you recognize the characters for who they are: Like 
Romero's zombies, they're us. Petty jealousies, covert betrayals, and 
a heaping helping of sadomasochistic self-loathing make for fine 
drama but lousy relationships, a life lesson that often takes so many 
so long to learn in the real world. Nichols has visited these dire envi- 
rons before in Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf? and Carnal Knowledge, 



but Closer, with its 
string of vitriolic 
contretemps and 
redoubtable "pas 
de dooms" played 
out amid the 
iconographically 
hip backdrop of 
modern London, is 
like a slap in the 
face of romanti- 
cism. Law plays 
Dan, whter of 
obituaries and 
aspiring novelist, 
who spies young 

Alice (Portman) crossing the street one 
fine day. Their eyes lock and tumble, 
and then she steps off the curb and is 
struck unconscious by a passing car. 
Seconds later she opens her eyes to 
find Dan kneeling over her, uttering the 
improbably perfect line, "Hello 
stranger," and we're off. Great films 
begin with minutely micromanaged 
scenes such as this, but for Nichols, as 
for the characters, it's just the start. As the film jumps back and forth 
in time (a device lifted from Marber's original stage production), Dan 
and Alice end up moving in together (she's an ex-stripper with a gauzy 
past), he writes a book about her, and then he falls for photographer 
Anna (Roberts) when she shoots his jacket photo. Dalliances ensue, 
and Owen, as the alpha-male dermatologist Larry, enters the picture, 
only to fall for Anna (who may or may not have a thing for Dan). 
Recriminations and duplicities, both minor and major, pepper the 
script like saltpeter buckshot, and there you have it: Relationships for 
the Damned 101. All four leads ace their disreputable roles, with 
Roberts and Owen downright painful to watch during a scathing scene 
in which a suddenly emasculated Larry demands to know the particu- 
lars of infidelity. Who with, how many times, what position, where? 
Here? Jesus, no, not that, anything but that. It speaks volumes to the 
director's mastery of the form that, despite the audacious and ill- 
advised tortures these characters inflict upon one another, Nichols 
(and Marber) manages to wrest a glimmer of pity for them, just. 
Love's fractured fairy tale writ small and petty and almost too real to 
bear without flinching. Closer is an un-love story as honest and naked 
as Cupid in the devil's dock, the whole truth, and nothing but.

WMD: WEAPONS OF MASS DECEPTION 

D: Danny Schechter (NR, 98 min.) 

How can a military campaign of "shock and 
awe" be waged without cameras being present 
■ to record the effect? It's one of those "if 

^a tree falls in the forest" questions: Does 
the event exist without the sensory expe- 
rience of it? Almost by definition, the 
term "shock and awe" means a specta- 
cle, which, in our 24-hour news/reality- 
obsessed 21st century, translates into "media 
spectacle." Investigative journalist Danny 
Schechter, a self-proclaimed "news dissector," 
poses this and many other thorny questions 
about the media's complicity in the war on Iraq. 
Schechter probes his subject matter not with 
the brain-teasing encouragement of a Zen koan 
master but with the dogged determinism of a 
no-bullshit journalist whose job it is to ask ques- 
tions. The author of several books and an 
award-winning television producer who has 
worked at CNN and ABC's 20/20, Schechter is 
currently the executive editor and blogger-in- 



chief of MediaChannel.org, the world's largest 
media issues network. Just as we are now 
investigating the massive intelligence failure 
that allowed the events of 9/11 and after to 
occur, Schecter believes that there also has 
been a failure of the media to scrutinize the 
information doled out to them in government 
press briefings and news conferences, which 
has ultimately resulted in uncritical groupthink 
and a dereliction of duty. Instead of doing its job 
as a government watchdog within our democra- 
tic system of checks and balances, the fourth 
estate was quick to fall into lockstep with the 
drumbeat toward war. The media became a 
huge part of the story rather than the distanced 
reporters they were theoretically trained to be. 
Government propagandists used the fourth 
estate as a sort of fourth front in the war, using 
journalists as the means for getting out their 
daily message and overall mission. As a group, 
journalists are largely based in NYC, the media 
capital of the world, and as a result may have 
felt the impact of 9/11 more personally than 
other occupational groups. No sooner had they 
finished affixing flag pins to their lapels than the 
rush to embed themselves with the military 



began. One of the strongest sections of 
Schechter's movie is his coverage of the impos- 
sibility for embeds to report objectively once 
they had become emotionally aligned with the 
subjects they were covering (something 
described as akin to the Stockholm syndrome). 
WMD: Weapons of Mass Deception covers a 
slew of topics and speaks with literally dozens of 
journalists and analysts, all while Schechter 
personally narrates the film. It's impossible to 
take in all the information in one sitting and at 
times threatens to spin off in too many direc- 
tions, but I guarantee this movie will provide 
plenty to mull over and inspire consumers to 
demand greater accountability from their media 
purveyors. Even when there is not a war on and 
human lives are not at stake, media account- 
ability should be a goal of any democracy, and 
Schecter's film serves as a trenchant reminder. 
{WMD: Weapons of Mass Destruction premiered 
in Austin during the 2004 Austin Film Festival, 
where it won the jury's Best Documentary 
Award.)

AFTER THE SUNSET

The man behind the Rush Hour franchise proves 
that dropping sly nods in Alfred Hitchcock's direction 
does not necessarily a fine caper make.

ALEXANDER

A historical epic in search of a tone it never quite 
conquers. Stone's three-hour labor of love is simply 
laborious, a ponderous behemoth of a film that favors 
breathy exposition over the more battle-sawy aspects 
of the young king. There's been much talk of the film's 
accurate portrayal of the Macedonian Alexander 
(Farrell) as a bisexual naif huried into conflict, but the 
film focuses so much on the quasi-Shakespearean 
machinations of Alexander's serpent-loving mother, 
Olympias (Jolie, sport;ing a Russian-esque accent that 
makes you wonder if the greatest threat to her son's 
rule might just be Moose and Squirrel), that Alexander 
himself comes off as the king of indecision. Within 
Stone's oeuvre, Alexander ranks as his most exasper- 
atingly off-target film, completely lacking the director's 
mordant, stick-in-the-eye humor, his love of conspir- 
acy, and even his able hand with battlefield glory and 
its blackened flipside. Alexander is, in a word, boring, 
and that's the most un-Oliver Stone adjective I can 
think of.

A 
case could be made that Kinsey's dedication to his 
research bordered on mania - at one point, he pricks 
his own foreskin Just to see how it feels - and that is 
exactly the kind of knotty, nonglossy detail the film 
could use more of. Alas, Kinsey is too tasteful by half, 
and while it may have its gentle charms, it never thrills.

The film tosses us into a world desaturated 
of color in which it's unclear where the lines between 
sanity and insanity reside. Yet by the time blood starts 
oozing from Trevor's refrigerator somewhere around the 
movie's midway mark, it's clear that this story cannot 
end well. Anderson definitely has a flair for creating a 
diffuse sense of fear, paranoia, and mental illness 
onscreen.

Advance Directives - 
Do-Not-Resuscitate Order 

Last week's column talked about Advance 
Directives to Physicians, Families or Surrogates, which 
allovif a person to indicate choices about treatment in 
the event a person has a terminal or irreversible dis- 
ease or condition. Remember that Advance Directives 
are documents used to help a person express their 
wishes about medical care. Today's column addresses 
another kind of Advance Directive recognized by Texas 
law -Do-Not-Resuscitate Orders. 

A person who executes a DNR Order directs health 
care professionals acting in an out-of-hospital setting 
to withhold any medical intervention used to initiate 
or continue certain life-sustaining treatment. According 
to the Texas Attorney General's office, the Out-of- 
Hospital DNR is used most commonly when a person 
has a life-threatening or terminal illness and does not 
want assistance from a 911 emergency response. A 
person who has executed a valid Out-of-Hospital DNR 
Order can wear a DNR identification device around 
the neck or wrist (most people wear a DNR bracelet). 
The presence of a DNR identification device is con- 
clusive evidence that the person has executed or 
issued a valid Out-of-Hospital DNR Order. 

An Out-of-Hospital DNR Order must contain certain 
provisions, including a clear statement that the docu- 
ment is a DNR Order, the name of the person to whom 
it applies, and a statement by the attending physician. 
Keep in mind that the Out-of-Hospital DNR Order must 
also be signed in the presence of two witnesses who 
meet specific requirements. A health care provider or 
attorney should be able to provide information on how 
to properly execute the Out-of-Hospital DNR Order. 

People who have serious health problems and do 
not wish to be resuscitated in the event of an emer- 
gency should give consideration to creating the Out- 
of-Hospital DNR Order. Like the other Advance 
Directives, the DNR Order can be created for free or 
for a very nominal fee. If someone changes their 
mind, the DNR Order can be revoked or overridden if 
the person is still competent to do so. More informa- 
tion about Texas advance directives is available from 
the Texas Department of Health (www.tdh.state.tx.us) 
and the Texas Attorney General (www.oag.state.tx.us).

Reader Asks for Help 
With His Wagon Quest 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I know you guys don't like big SUVs, so you'll be 
glad to hear that we are downsizing from an SUV to 
a wagon. We are having trouble finding a wagon we 
like. We want something sporty, with some power. 
Consumer Repoits recommends the Volvo wagon 
only. It is neither sporty nor powerful, and it looks 
like a box on four wheels. We like the Audi wagon, 
with its 250 horsepower and twin turbos, but 
Consumer Reports won't recommend it due to its 
lack of reliability. We haven't driven the Mercedes 
wagon yet, but it is low on horsepower and high on 
price. What would you recommend? - Tom 

RAY: What's with the power obsession, Tom? You 
l<now, there are other ways to combat hair loss - 
minoxidil, for example. 

TOM: If you don't like the looks of the Volvo, 
that's fine. But the V70 wagon has four optional 
engines, ranging from 168 to 300 horsepower. 
What's not powerful about that? 

RAY: And actually, we find the 2.5-liter 5-cylinder 
turbo engine that makes 208 horsepower to be just 
right for that car. 

TOM: Getting more power than you need usually 
just adds weight to the car, wastes your gas money, 
and encourages you to drive like a knucklehead and 
wrap yourself around a tree. And I guess If you're 
going to drive like a knucklehead and wrap yourself 
around a tree, you might want to take another look 
at something nice and safe - like that Volvo, Tom. 

RAY: Fortunately, for recovering SUV drivers, there 
are lots of great wagons and sport wagons on the 
road now. But if the Volvo is too boring-looking for 
you and the Mercedes wagon is too expensive, 
you're a perfect candidate for a Dodge Magnum - if 
you can convince your wife to be seen in it. 

TOM: Yeah. It does tend to drip testosterone, if 
you know what I mean. Especially the red ones. So, 
show her a nice, subdued silver one. 

RAY: But it's a pretty nice car. It's got a chassis 
based on the previous-generation Mercedes E-class 
(Mercedes and Chrysler are part of the same com- 
pany now). It's large, roomy, comfortable, and avail- 
able with all-wheel drive. 

TOM: Reliability is unknown, so we can't give you 
any assurance there. But the price is right. With all- 
wheel drive and a 250-horsepowerV-6 engine (like 
the one you wanted in the Audi), the Magnum starts 
at about 28 grand. 

RAY: With the stupid engine ('That thing's got a 
Hemi?"), It's another 4 or 5 thousand bucks. Plus a 
wad of sawbucks every time you hit the gas pumps. 

TOM: So, try it with the 3.5-liter V-6 engine, Tom. I 
think you'll find it's everything you need. And then you 
can spend the savings on a week at the Skip Barber 
Racing School - and wrap his cars around a tree next 
to the track, where aggressive driving belongs.

Q. I saw a TV report recently saying that vita- 
min E supplements can be harmful, even fatal. I 
have used a vitamin E supplement of 400 inter- 
national units daily in addition to 30 lU in a 
multivitamin/mineral for about 10 years. Am I 
hurting myself? 

A. You probably heard the news concerning a 
report in the online edition of the Annals of 
Internal Medicine on Nov. 10, 2004 (to be pub- 
lished Jan. 4, 2005), asserting that vitamin E 
supplements more than 400 lU per day increase 
the risk of death. They base this speculation on 
the pooled results of 19 studies representing 
about 136,000 people who took vitamin E sup- 
plements for a year or more, most of whom had 
been diagnosed with some illnesses. Their statis- 
tics indicate that those taking 400 lU or more of 
vitamin E per day had a 5% greater risk of dying 
over a four-year period than those who were tak- 
ing less than 150 lU per day or none. 

it appears that the major purpose of the pub- 
lication was more to generate sensational head- 
lines than to convey accurate information. The 
study has some serious flaws and flies In the 
face of several previous studies that indicate 
benefits from vitamin E supplements. 

The first concern, also pointed out in a rare edi- 
tor's note accompanying the article, is that the 
conclusions of the study should not be general- 
ized to include healthy adults. However, some of 
the most trustworthy research indicates that vita- 
min E supplements of several hundred lU per day 
provide protection from a number of medical con- 
ditions such as blood clots in leg veins. Such lev- 
els of intake cannot be obtained from diet alone. 
Thus, people who would benefit most from vitamin 
E supplements are advised not to take them. 

A second concern is the type of vitamin E 
used in the various studies. A great deal of 
research is done using synthetic vitamin E or dl- 
alpha tocopherol, instead of the more expensive 
types derived from food, d-alpha tocopherol, or 
mixed tocopherols. The authors do not discrimi- 
nate between results obtained using synthetic 
vitamin E and "natural" vitamin E.The authors of 
the study are aware of the different types, since 
they convert the amounts of vitamin E used in 
the various studies, whatever the type, to equiv- 
alent amounts of alpha tocopherol. There is evi- 
dence that gamma-tocopherol or another form 
of vitamin E known as tocotrienols perform con- 
siderably better than dl-alpha tocopherol, both 
in terms of clinical results and safety. 

Thirdly, it is now well-established that all the 
antioxidants are capable of inflicting damage 
when used alone. The authors mention that the 
vitamin E studies reviewed sometimes Included 
other nutrients but fall to point out whether 
results differed when a team of nutrients was 
used, as compared to vitamin E alone. 

The authors only speculate on a mechanism 
for the way in which vitamin E supplements 
could upset the body's normal functioning, but 
to be fair there is as yet no agreement on exactly 
how vitamin E helps the body maintain health. It 
is certainly part of the team of antioxidants that 
slows cellular aging and, along with vitamin K, is 
an effective anticoagulant that keeps our blood 
flowing through our veins. When used with a mul- 
tivitamin/mineral to supply vitamin C, vitamin A, 
selenium, and a legion of other nutrients, it is a 
safe and efficient approach to continued health.

Post-exposure Prevention 

"Help! I engaged in high-risk sex last weel<end, and now I'm really worried 
about HIV exposure. Is there anything I can do?" 

This is a fairly common question. Ttie short answer is "Yes." The longer 
answer is "Yes, but ..." 

There is an HIV prevention technique called post-exposure prophylaxis, or 
PEF? tor persons who believe they have been exposed to HIV PEP was devel- 
oped for health care personnel potentially exposed through their work. 
However, two solid studies of Individuals with probable exposure through risky 
sex or drug needle sharing demonstrate a high degree of effectiveness in pre- 
venting HIV in nonoccupational incidents, too. 

PEP consists of 30 days of an anti-HIV "drug cocktail." The standard uses 
Combivir (AZT/zidovudine combined with 3TC/lamivudine) taken twice daily. 
Other combinations may be required it the source's resistance profile is known. 

The biggest "but" with PEP is that it should be started within 72 hours of 
the incident. Another is that insurance is not likely to pay tor PEP so it will 
probably cost hundreds of dollars. Medication side-effects are likely, especial- 
ly flu-like symptoms. This usually goes away after several weeks - about the 
time PEP is finished! 

Of course, all this is better than having AIDS. Any doctor (or the Brackenridge 
emergency room) can prescribe PEP; the guidelines can be found at 
www.cdc.gov/epo/mmwr/preview/mmwrhtiiil/00054952.htm. Excellent 
info about PEP can also be fund at www.aidsinfonet.org, tact sheet No. 1 56. 

Major caveat: Someone knowledgeable should assist the individual in 
assessing the real level of exposure risk. Most callers I talk to are needlessly 
anxious; they typically do not have significant risk - but they don't know that. 
PEP must be taken very seriously and should never be prescribed routinely. 

But, yes, there is something that can be done.
